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ALLIANCE FOR WAR. 


Russia Joins Hands With France Against 


the Armies of Europe. 


IMPORTANT MOVES OW EVROPE’S POLITI- 
CAL CHESS BOARD. 


The Czar’s Eyes Turned Toward Constan- 
tinople— England’s Attitude in the 
Great Game of Conquest-—-The Future of 
Morocco—A Plague of Locusts—Conti- 
nental Capitals. 


Loxpow, June 18.—All eyes are now turned 
tothe Continent, where the question of the 
maintainence of the present Triple Alliance 
and the formation of new ones are the ab- 
sorbing topics of the hour. It is rumored 
to-day, and the rumor its widespread and 
seems to rest on good foundation, that 
as was foreshadowed in this letter last week. 
France and Russia are about to form a definite 
alliance. To this rumor is added another, 
that if Russia does join France, England will 
join with Italy to make the present Triple 
Alliance absolute; and the re is still another 
rumor to the effect that England has agreed 
to combine with Italy to protect her Medi- 
terrean interests. 

To add to this interesting batch of rumors, 
comes the additional one that is more or less 
prevalent all the time that Russia 
is endeavoring to secure Constantinople in 
order to obtain a foothold in the Mediter- 
rainean so as to aid France against any com 
bination of English and Italian interests. 
Lord Salisbury is quoted as saying that He 
considers any alliance between France and 
Russia highly improbable and that any such 
step will be frought with the greatest danger 
to the peace of Europe. 

On the other hand, a prominent French of- 

ficial states that whether an alliance 
between France and Russia is brought 
about or not each feels that the 
other is necessary to its safety. Therefore, 
they will each do whatever may be necessary 
to conciliate and retain the will and opinion 
of the other. Whatever the immediate future 
may bring, it is safe to say that some of the 
most Important moves that have been made 
,on the chess board of European politics are 
about to take place. Nothing absolutely 
definite can be stated to-day, but the atmos- 
phere of the Foreign Office betokens a feeling 
barometer, and keen observers are watching 
the giass and the sky with interested eyes. 


FUTURE OF MOROCCO. 


WHAT EUROPEAN POWER WILL FALL HEIR TO 
THAT COUNTRY. 

Loxpow June 13.—In surveying the field 
of European politics the other day, Lord 
Salisbury derived encouragement from the 
tremendous nature of the risk involved in 
modern war, butat the same time he 
pointed to the Mohammedan States still ex- 
istingin Europe within the European sys- 
tem, aS one great source of danger. The 
reason is that theyjthreatento disappear and 
that there will bea race for their heritage, 
not between Governments merely, Dut be- 
tween people. The British Premier spoke 
with more seriousness regarding the future 
fate of Morocco and judging from the news 
received this evening of the serious inness 
of the Sultan of Morocco, die for@cast is 
strictly accurate- Spain cherishes and has 
long cherished the most definite ambitions 
as regard Morocco. That northern 
coast of Africa will be ours 
some dar. wrote the Madrid 
In parcial some years ago, and in so writing 
it expressed the hope and convictiun of 
every Spaniard. 

On the other hand, France in Algeria has an 
immense land frontier with Morocco, and it 
would be hardly endurable for her to have a 
European neighbor in that country. Just as 
France forestalled Italy in Tunis, so she will 
certainly forestall Spain in Morocco. It is in- 
evitable, and if any European power has a 
right to Morocco, Prance, which has done s0 
much to ciwilize North Africa, has certainly 
the best right. But then there is England, 
which does not want a European power over 
against Gibraltar, and which does not desire 
to lose the Morocco trade, such as it is. 

Finally, there is Germany, which has shown 
a good deal of interest in the country of late 
years, and which will de found backing the 
Claims of Spain against those of France. 
Here are all the elements of a pretty quarrel 
and one which R may be difficult long to 
avert, for Morocco ig certainly hastening to 
its dissolution, and there is no legitimate heir 
to take the place of the present Government, 
wretched as it is, when that Government dis- 
appears. 


THE AFGHAN AGITATOR. 


HE WAS NOT ASSASSINATED IN PERSIA—EURD- 
ISH CHIEFS AT STAMBOCL. 


VIENNA, June 18.—T here is no truth in the 


report which recently appeared im the Rus- 
sian press that Sheikh Djemal-Ed-Din, the 
well-known Afghan agitator against the ex- 
tension of English influence in Asia, has been 
arrested near Teheran and subsequently as- 
sassinated by order of the Ameer. According 
to an Official Persian statement telegraphed 
Sheikh Djemal-Ed-Din is now at 
Kermanshah, in Persia, where he has been 
since the Turkish Government refused to al- 
low him to take up his residence at Bagdad. 
A dispatch from Turkish Armenia said that 
the Kurdish chiefs, who went to Constantino-

SERV1A’S EX-RULERS. 


A STRONG SEXTIMENT GROWING IX FAVOR OF 
THE EXILED QUEEN. 

LONDON, June 13.—A dispatch from Bel- 
grade states that the Servian Cabinet already 
have reason to regret their hasty action in 
yielding to the importunities of ex- King Mi- 
lan, who wrote a number of let- 
ter from Paris, where he lives 
on a round sum that Servia 
paid him to de ria or him, urging on them 
the necessity of expelling Queen Natalie. The 
fact thatthe Queen’s expulsion was due to 
Milan’s letters having become thoroughly 
disseminated throughout Servia, has created 
such astrong popular feeling in her favor 
that serious consequences are feared. It is 
admitted on all sides thatthe position of 
Queen Natalie needs adjustment. 

On its merits her case is morally and legally 
strong. Her temper may be bad and she may 
be careless of Servia’s best interests, but the 
beginning of the mischief was through no 
fault of hers. The prime cause was r 
husband’s infidelity. That led to aie. 
ences between the pair. To free himself, King 
Milan moved fer a divorce, and obtained 
it from a complaisant bishop. The divorce 
was informal and was subsequently quashed, 
but the metropolitan who quashed it was 
weak and consented to call his own decision 


Milan outdid himself when he wrote the let- 
ters to the Belgrade Government demanding 
the expulsion of his wife. 

What with the poor figure cut by ex-King 
Milan, the ignoble haste of the Servian Cabi- 
net to meet his wishes by separating the 
Queen-mother from her son and the savor of 
melodrama about most of the doings of 
Nathalie, the play is not a lowly one, and 
diplomatists and everyone concerned desire 
that it shouli stop now, as every petty agi- 
tation in these little Balkan states means 
apprehension and disquiet for the rest of 
Europe. 


A PLAGUE OF LOCUSTS. 


DEVASTATION WROUGHT BY THE PESTS M AL- 
GIERS. 

MADRID. June 13.—The plague of locusts in 
Algiers, according to the latest accounts 
from that country, is on the increase. The 
destructive insects have bred with appalling 
rapidity during the recent hot weather. The 
devastation wrought by these pests has been 
widespread, large strips of country having 
been stripped bare of anything green. A 
steamer which has just arrived at Marseilles 
from Algiers reports a novel experience. When 
ten miles out a vast cloud of iocusts, 
so large that those on board frst took it for 
a low lying cloud, settled upon the steamer, 
and in a few seconds she was literally buried 
by the mass of insects. They even made 
their way into the cabins and engine rooms, 
and so covered the bridge, that the captain 
was forced to give orders to stop the 
machinery until the troublesome mass could 
be cleared away. It was some hours before 
the steamer was entirely freed from her un- 
welcome passenges.

LONDON’S LAQUNDRESSES PARADE 
HYDE PARK TO-DAY. 


Parnell to Wed Mrs. O’Shea—Looking

Lorpor, June 18—Thereare three events in 
the London season which society spreads 
itself. These are the Ascot cup, the Good- 
wood cup and the Eton and Harrow cricket 
match. It always amounts to a real disaster, 
therefore, to the people who have spent small 
fortunes for clothes, who have daughters to 
marry, or have champagne to pour down the 
throats of what Lord Coleridge calls ‘‘prize 
guests’’ when the Ascot cup proves a failure. 
This catastrophe, however, was happily 
avoided and they were enabled to rejoice in a 
day which was absolutely perfect. The 
weather was clear and the sun shone as it can 
shine even in supposedly gloomy England. 
There was just enough wind to make 
the air exhilarating, and the journey to 
Ascot, under these circumstances, is exceed- 
ingly pleasant and very interesting. As you 
go by the old deer park at Richmond you see 
two pillars which mark the place where two 
English and French officers shot each other 
dead ina duel they fought there, and in a 
glass case the pistols are still preserved with 
which that duel was fought. Then you look 
at Richmond Bridge as you go whirling by, 
and get a glimpse of the view which both 
Sir Walter Scott and the prince 
of colorists, Mallard William Turner, de- 
clared to be the finest in Europe. On 
you go through a pretty country and you get 
another peep at the Thames at Staines, just 
below Runnymede, where King John so in- 
voluntarily made his contribution to all the 
elementary history books of the island. 
Windsor itselt isa gay sight, with its castles 
of gray on the green hill whichtbe Thames 
washes. 

But Ascot must be seen, forit is the belief 
of many people that nothing so pretty exists 
anywhere else in connection with the favor- 
ite pastime of racing. Every one 
makes an effort to be in his 
place before the royal procession arrives 
at 1 o’clock so as to be able to take advantage 
to the full of this effective spectacle. The 
rich scarlet and gold liveries of the royal 
servants can be seen from a long distance, 
glittering by contrast in the green landscape 
a good while before the carriage sweeps up 
the center ot the course. 5 

Lord Coventry trots solemnly in front of 
the procession on a big bay horse, looking not 
unlike a respectable family coachman in the 
green livery coat and top boots of 
the position he holds at present, but 
which he is delle ved to have 
resigned. as Master of the Buckhounds. No 
cheer, huwever, greets him this time as he 
makes his appearance, for his connection 
with the baccarat scandal case has alienated 
from him much popular feeling, and there 
wrs even a little groaning among the stern 
moralists of the turf when he came upon the 
scene. Nor had the royal party any ova- 
tion. In the history of the meetings 
of this fashionabie race -course, it 
bas, in fact, never been received with 
such coldness. The hissing that resounded 
through the court of the Lord Chief Justice 
found its echo at Royal Ascot, and while 
there was hardly any cheering there were 
many cries of the expression which was 
quoted as having been used by Sir William on 
a memoradle occasion: Ten more to pay 
this side, yer Ighness,’’ and ‘‘Wher’s Bull. 
The Prince looked worried for a time, but 
quickly recovered his gaiety. This was the 
only blot on Royal Ascot. 

Her many triends in Chicago and Washing - 
ton will be delighted to hear that the court 
circular, in commenting upon the appear- 
ance at the Ascot meeting, says: ‘‘Miss 
Leiter, dressed in light colors, was certainly 
the belle of the royal enclosure at Ascot.’’ 
Mrs. John J. Collins of New York was very 
greatly admired on this occasion. Her cos- 
tume was of steel gray and her hat, shoes 
and sunshade were all of the same color. 
Her dress was practically duplicated by the 
Princess of Wales, so that as an arrange- 
ment in gray she was in decidedly good 
company.

NOVEL LABOR PARADE IN HYDE 
—LONDON TOPICS, 

Loro, June 13.—One of the oddest labor 
parades ever held in Hyde Park takes place 
to-morrow, Those brawny-armed amazons, 
the laundresses of London, are coming from 
east, west, north and south to overawe the 
House of Commons and compel the Govern- 
ment to include them in the factories bill, 
which gives larger wages and shorter hours 
of labor to women. The laundress is deter- 
mined to obtain the protection of the law as 
well as the seamstress, the weaver and the 
spinner. It will be a picturesque sight, as it is 
expected that 20,000 laundresses will turn out. 
Physically speaking, there is not a finer 
specimen of woman in the world than the 
London laundress. She could not stand so 
many hours at the tub unless she was strong. 
Her labors give her freedom of movement, 
which would make a procession like that ac- 
companying some ancient classic ceremony. 

SISTER ROSE GERTRUDE. 

Several peopie in London are very much 
excited over the report that Sister Rose Ger- 
trude, the heroic woman who went to 
Maloxkat to nurse the lepers, has married Dr. 
Luts, the renowned specialist in 
leprosy.

This 
leaves the prerogative of criminal proceed- 
ing against Hurlbert for perjury with the 
Solicitor General, who at present has his 
hands full with other matters. A short time 
ago Webster said that when he was engaged 
in the case he left to the Solicitor the duty of 
advising the Crown upon it. The plain and 
simple confession is that private practice in- 
capacitates him fromthe performance of his 
public duties. “thelr fort for Evelyn say 
that, failing in their @ffort to get another 
trial, they are pre for crimindi prosecu- 
tion against Hurfbert, Evelyn is determined 
to bring the case into court either by hook or 
crook, 

LONDON’S DECLINE. 

The Spectator prints a somewhat gloomy 
article on the decline in the rate of London's 
growth, as shown by statistics just made 
public. The writer sees in this an indication 
that the Empire has passed the meridian of 
its greatness. So far as the immediate future 
fs concerned the writer régards the slacken- 
ing of growth as a reha since it will lessen the 
tendency tocrowdingand make it possibile to 
pursue better methods of municipal organiza- 
tion and settlement. London has expanded 
co-equally with the Empire, and both will 
decline in common and perish together when 
their mission in civilization has Been ful- 
filled. That time will not be, however, 
predicts the Spectater, for centuries to come. 
The article recalls Mr. Gladstone’s famous 
prediction of a few yearsago that England 
must soon begin to yield the scepter to her 
Western rival, the United States, whose mar- 


velous increase in population, wealth and 


power shows no d of abatement. Macau- 
lay’s ‘‘New Zeal ron the Ruins of Lon- 
don Bridge’’ of course comes in for appro- 
priate mention.

Sie has grown thifmer tm the face and her 
cheeks are Sunken. She has, however, good 
features, a very determined mouth, a 
straight nose and her eyes seem to indicate 
that she is blessed with a fair proportion of 
shrewdness. She looks younger than she is, 
for she is fully forty. She appears in court 
simply dressed in gray with black jacket with 
long gray sleeves, anda tiny hat perched on 
the top of her head. 

LONDON THEOSOPHISTS. 

The theosophists are planuing a movement 
for a large meeting in London next month, 
at which they hope to prove conclusively to 
non-believers that theosophy did not die when 
its areh prophetess, Mme. Blavatsky, died. 
One of the features of the meeting as now 
proposed will be an oration by the irrepres 
sible Col. Olcott. The programme also in- 
cludes the starting of a fund to buy a mag- 
nificent receptacie for the ashes of Mme. 
Blavatsky, Who the devout Delleve will re- 
turn to earth in some astral form and furnish 
suggestions as to the appointment of her suc- 
cessor. 

CURRENT LONDON TOPICS. 

The British admiralty have decided that 
the torpedo operations which areto be car- 
ried out in the Irish channel this summer 
shall be ofa much more important and ex- 
tensive character than was originally antici- 
pated. A plan of operation has been sub- 
mitted to the admiralty, which, itis expect- 
ed, will enable the torpedo staff to conduct 
a series of evolutions which will fllustrate in 
aneminent degree the importance of the 
torpedo fleet. At this moment preliminary 
experiments on an extensive scale are being 
conducted on the torpedo school ship at 
Portsmouth. 

On Wednesday next Lord Salisbury will re- 
ceive a deputation from the Imperial Federal 
League which will urge on him the advisabili- 
ty of summoning ‘‘at the earliest timely 
date, a conference of the self-governing 
countries of the Empire with a view to ‘‘con- 
sidering the question of securing thema real 
and effective share in the privileges and ro- 
sponsibilities of a United Empire.

PARNELL AND MRS. O’SHEA, 


CONFLICTING RUMORS ABOUT THE WEDDING— 
IRISH AFFAIRS. 

Lorpor,June 13.—Intense curiosity prevails 
as to when Parnell proposes to marry Mrs. 
O’Shea. Rumors continue to circulate that 
he will not marry her at all, while, on the 
other hand, there are equally confident re- 
ports abroad that he has married her al- 
ready. Both stories are untrue. The fact is 
that troublesome legal difficulties first 
cropped up. When these were settled Par- 
nell found the local clergyman had objections 
to raise also, though they are de- 
lieved to be frivolous, and only 
dictated by political animus, On 
the part of the clergyman it has taken some 
time to have them set aside. An appeal has 
been sent to the Archbishop of Canterbury. 
Many delays must be overcome before that 
appeal can be decided. It is expected, how- 
ever, that the wedding will take place next 
week. When married, Parnell intends to 
live a large part of each year at his ances- 
tral home in the County Wicklow. 

Mr. Parnell has been silent in the face of 
the charges brought against him by the Na- 
tional press of tampering with the British 
funds in his charge that his friends in Lon- 
don have arranged for the Parnellites who 
can be got together for the purpose next 
Wednesday, when Mr. Parnell, it is under- 
stood, will make public a statement of his 
connection with the funds. There are indi- 
cations that the meeting may not be allowed 
to progress in peace, as Mr.Parnell’s enemies 
are making arrangements for a meeting in 
some adjacient place, the real purpose of 
which is said to be to break up Mr. Parnell’s 
meeting. 

Though the land purchase bill has passed 
the commons its difficulties are by no means 
ended. The Lords, Irish landlord peers, will 
make a strenuous effort to alter it largely in 
theirown interests. Unless Salisbury puts 
his foot firmly down the bill will be sent back 
to the Commons so amended as to cause fur- 
ther prolonged debate. The bill as it now 
stands is without question the most import- 
ant piece of agrarian legislation that the 
British Parliament has ever passed, for Ire- 
land is calculated to be vastly more Dbenefit- 
ed in its results than any of the Gladstone 
measures. It is calculated that the bill will 
make 275.000 Irish tenants owners of their 
holdings. 

Parnell has been obliged to introduce a 
separate bill for the reinstatement of ev icted 
tenants Who are not included in any clause 
under the land bill. At this period of the 
season he has small chance of getting it dis- 
cussed, much less passed. The proportion of 
evicted tenants who cannot be reinstated 
under Balfour’s bill is comparatively small. 
No doubt they will n many cases be able to 
come to a settlement with their landlords. 
The consequence will be that the agrarian 
situation in Ireland will undergo a salutary 
change when the evicted tenants question 
has been disposed of, and it is possible the 
general political situation may improve. 


THE NEW PREMIER.

THE FLOWERY KINGDOM. 


Recent Events of Interest in China and 
Japan. 

SA FRANCISCO, June 13.—The City of Rio 
arrived to-day with Hong Kong advices. The 
tea season opened earlier than usual and 
prices have advanced from 80 to 100 per cent. 

At Tokio, Japan, eighteen persons have 
been arrested for sending threatening letters 
to the Russian Legation. The policemen are 
guarding the Legation as a result of an at- 
tack on the Czarowitch. 

Fire at Lu Kagawa, Japan, destroyed 700 
houses. 

At Hokodaido a gang of prisoners made a 
daring attempt to escape, and twelve of 
them were killed. 

There is a smali-pox epidemic at Tokio, 
ten new cases being reported daily. 

No lives were lost in the foreign riots at 
Welm, China. The mob engaged in the riot 
was composed of 2,000 persons. The missions 
and churches were totally wrecked. 

In Japan more stringent press regulations 
have been issued, and everything having 
reference to foreign affairs is now to be pre- 
viously submitted toacensor. A number of 
papers have been suspended. 

The ministry seems by no means settied 
and the latest rumor is that a number of 
ministers have resigned. A native Japanese 
steamer is a total wreck near Nagasoki. 
Hands were saved; $4,000 in gold specie 
went down in the wreck.

St. Louis has in this respect 
lagged behind other cies far inferior in 
population and material prosperity. Our 
so-called Public Library has a membership 
of only 6,000. The Boston Public Library 
has 70,000 names on its membership list. 
Almost every family avails itself of this 
privilege. : 

With every sign of material prosperity, 
with intelligence and energy manifest on 
every side, it is indeed surprising that we 
are lacking in one of the most important 
It 
is a matter for congratulation, however, 
that the want is soon to be supplied. Be- 


fore the end of another year St. Louis will 


probably have a free library accessible to 
every citizen of good character. But un- 
less this purpose, now directed by a few 


individuals, is re-enforced by a strong | 


public sentiment manifested in substantial 
acts of sympathy and encouragement, 
the benefits will not be such as 
we have a right to desire. 
The library should be made free; but it 
should be made free in a spirit of the 
largest liberality. There is no such thing 
as intelligent economy in library manage- 
ment. Intelligent liberality is the only 
fruitful policy, for too much cannot be 
spent in developing the intellectual and 
moral life of the community. Everything 
depends finally upon that and unless that 
is present as the ground of action, pros- 
perity, no matter how showy,is an illusion 
which sooner or later will be rudely dis- 
pelled. . 

Fortunately for St. Louis the public 
school system, established as it was under 
the direction of the ablest practical edu- 
cators in the country, has flourished and 
expanded until it is a model of its kind. 
But education is not only tuition. Some- 
thing more is required. The free library 
is a necessary feature in any rational 
scheme of public education. And there 
is no better object of public or private gen- 
erosity than what has been rightly called 
the People’s University. 

A free library is not only expedient. It 
is necessary. Comparatively few boys 
now receive the benefits of high school in- 
struction. The ‘‘pressure for subsist- 
ence’’ crowds them out of school and into 
officesand workshops. They are deprived 
of educational advantages ata time when 
their faculties can be most easily mar- 
shaled and directed toward the better pur- 
poses of life. Itis only right that they 
should be recompensed by the provision of 
facilities for self-education. 

Buta library cannot be truly free unless 
a liberal policy is made possible by a gen- 
eroussupply of money. A library may be 
nominally free but it will not serve the 
purpose for which it is designed if it is 
forced to live upon a pitiful book fund. 
Here is a chance for individuals to make 
aninvestment. It will pay no cash divi- 
dends, but it will bring a recompense 
quite as substantial as if measurable by 
yard-stick or balance.

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THE PRESS AND THE BENCH. 


In combating the plea that the accused 
baronet had signed that self-accusing 
paper for the sake of suppressing a scandal 
which might tarnish the Prince of Wales, 
Lord Chief Justice COLERIDGE remarked 
that we do not now live in ‘‘the loyal and 
subservient world of the Tudors.’’ The 
truth of this observation is fully sustained 
by the comments of the press and public 
bodies of England on the disgraceful post- 
tion of the Prince in the baccarat matter. 

But before he ended his summing up the 
Lord Chief Justice himself showed very 
clearly that he, at least, is behind the 
times, and that modern ideas could not 
restrain him from manifesting in the very 
highest seat of justice a loyalty and sub- 
serviency worthy of his spell-bound Tudor 
predecessors. He went out of his way and 
traveled out of the record to commend as 
an innocent and proper recreation for the 
Prince of Wales an indulgence of the 
gambling passion which modern public 
opinion condemns as a pernicious vice, 
and which the laws of modern England 
prohibit as a crime. He said of the 
Prince’s custom of carrying his baccarat 
outfit with him and opening the game in 
private houses of which he was the guest, 
even where his entertainer was opposed to 
it: He goes through many boring cere- 
monies, and what if he did introduce bac- 
carat into that great house? Nobody was 
any the worse for the hard-working man 
taking his pleasure among his friends.“ 

What is the boasted independence of 
England’s judiciary when her Lord Chief 
Justice thus glozes vice and crime in the 
Prince at which English public opinion 
stands aghast, and for which the Lord 
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would send a hard work.

To know what has made England freer 


and more moral now than she was in the 


time of HENRy VIII. we have only to con- 
trast the comments of her press with those 
of her Chief Justice. That contrast shows 
that she owes far more of her progress to 
the real independence of her press than to 
the alleged independence of her judiciary. 
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PARNELL’s marriage to Mrs. O’SHEA 
this week will be a conventional squaring 
of accounts between him and her, and it 
may wipe out any old score public opinion 
has against him on her account. But it 
comes too late to reinstate him as the 
trusted leader of the Irish people. If, 
pending this O’Shea adjustment, he had 
patriotically refused to handicap the Irish 
cause with the public scandal of an affair 
in which he used his political leader- 
ship as an aid to the perpetra- 
tion of the basest and most revolt- 
ing of social treacheries, he might have 
retained the confidence of the Irish peo- 
ple in his patriotism and displayed a pub- 
lic virtue in some measure compensating 
for his private immorality. But the reck- 
less and ruinous fight he has made to force 
his disgraced leadership on the unwilling 
Irish people has shown him to be as coldly 
selfish, as treacherous, as unscrupulous in 
his public ambitions as in his private rela- 
tions. All confidence in the integrity of 
his life, in the sincerity of his patriotism 
and the honesty of his professions is de- 
stroyed, and if he is half as much inclined 
to make amends to the Irish cause and the 
Irish people as to Mrs. O’SHRA, he can 
show it only by surrendering all claims to 
the leadership and asking only the hum- 
blest place in the ranks of the Home Rule 
workers till Ireland herself shall call him 
up higher.

market. These conditions will offer abun- 
dant opportunity for speculation, grain 
cornering and dishonest manipulation of 
market prices, and even when administered 
with absolute honesty the chances of col- 
lapse involving widespread disaster will be 
enormous. The business of this sort inci- 
dentally done by the banks must becarefully 
watched and in this wholesale banking up- 
on farm products the danger will be vastly 
increased. But the farmers will learn 
something about banking and may give 
the country a wholesome object lesson.

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Many Lives Lost and Valuable Property 
' ‘Swept Away. 


THE TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE OF CITIZENS 
OF FRAZIER, TEX. 


Wrecks of Houses, Bridges, Fences and 
Drowned Animals Rushing Down With 
the Torrent-A Rescuing Party Eat 
Breakfast Knee Deep in Water at a 
Hotel—Other Oasualties. 


GAINESVILLE, TEX., June 18.—A prominent 
cattle man and farmer of Hardeman County 
wasin the city to-day and from him was 
learned many additional features of the de- 
struction to human life and property not 
heretofore published, caused by the great 
cloud- burst near Frazier, that county, a few 
nights since. Three children of A. L. Poin- 
dexter were drownen, and Capt. Chism, his 
wife and six children suffered a similar 
fate. The houses, some twenty in number, 
were washed away and several lives lost. 
The number has not yet been ascertained. 
Near the mouth of Salt Fork several dwell 
ings were washed away and three lives lost. 
Great wrecks of houses, bridges, wire fences 
and stock were swept away from the creek 
bottoms and carried down Red River. Capt. 
Eddleman, living near Frazier, lost $10,000 
worth of cattle. The Quanah 
bridge, connecting Hardeman and 
Greer Counties, built at a cost of 
$15,000, was demolished and washed away. 
The water of Bitter Creek flooded the main 
portion of the town of Frasier and stood in 
the stores three feet deep, doing much dam- 
age to merchandise. The people fied from 
the town and took refuge on the surrounding 
hills and there beheld their little cjty 
in a great sea of surging water for many 
hours. Those who remained in the city to 
rescue lives and property, it is said, ate their 
breakfast that morning in the hotels standing 
knee-deep in water. No such a deluge of 
rain was ever seen in that county before. 
Prairie dogs and rabbits were drowned by 
the thousands, and to-day great drifts of 
them can be seen on the prairies and in the 
bottoms where they were washed by the 
flood. The wheat crop in that country 
before the visitation of the cloud 
burst, was immense, but all is 
destroyed now. The damageto property is 
estimated by conservative men to be at least 
$100,000, which is enormous when the fact is 
taken into consideration that the country is 
new and thinly settled, many of 
the farmers whose crops and their 
all swept away having settled 
there less than a year ago. It was this cloud- 
burst that caused the sudden and unprece- 
dented rise of Red River, which for more 
than two hundred miles on both sides of its 
banks meted out terrible destruction to prop- 
erty of all kinds in the lowlands and drowned 
a large number of people. History fails to 
record any such a destructive water spout in 
this State. 


WORK TRAIN IN THE DITCH. 


THREE MEN KILLED AND A NUMBER SERIOUSLY 
INJURED. 


ASHEVILLE, N. C., June 18.—An accident oc- 
curred this afternoon near Coopers, a few 
miles east of this city, on the W. N. C. Rail- 
way work train of five cars, which 
was engaged a mile from the station repair- 
the road- bed. At 12 o’clock the train started 
for Coopers, so that the workmen might get 
dinner. It was down grade, and the train 
running fast, with anengine pushing. When 
about a quarter of a mile from the depot, 
at a road crossing, a cow ran on the track in 
front ofthe flying train. The entire train, 
except the engine, was wrecked and the cars, 
which were covered with laborers, piled on 
each other in confusion. One laborer 
was killed outright and two others 
died just as medical aid reached them. Over- 
seer Burgin is bruised, but not seriously. 
Flagman Finch’s shoulder was dislocated 
and his arm broken. Eight other men on the 
train were injured more or less seriously. 
The men most painfully hurt were brought to 
Asheville and given attention by the road 
physician. 

KILLED BY A MAD BULL. 

WICHITA, Kan., June 13.—Eph Gorham, a 
farmer of Kingman County, was killed this 
morning by a bull. The animal had been 
quite ee and Gorham was 
tending to him as usual this 
morning, when the beast suddenly became 
infuriated, charged him, raised him on his 
horns and threw him twenty feet. As Gor- 
ham fell the bull charged again, hooked him 
savagely and jumped and stamped on him 
until the victim’s dreast bone and ribs were 
crushed. He only lived a few minutes. 


TWENTY INJURED. 


PASSENGER TRAIN RUN INTO BY A FREIGHT ATA 
CROSSING. 


LITOHFIBLD, III., June 18.—A’ passenger 
train on the Big Four road was run into this 
morning by a freight train at right angles, 
wrecking the baggage car and one coach. 
About twenty passengers were in the coach, 
all of whom were more or less hurt. Thomas 
Clegg of Mattoon, III., was fatally injured.

TERRIFIC COLLISION. 


A PASSENGER TRAIN GOING 80 MILES AN HOUR 
COLLIDES WITH FLAT CARS. 


EVANSVILLE, Ind., June 18.—A serious 
wreck occurred on the Southern division of 
the Louisville 4 Nashville railroad about 3 
o’clock this morning. The southbound train, 
which left this city at 1:38 o’clock, had clear 
sailing until Just before reaching Sebree City, 
about 40 milesaway. There the main track 
was obstructed by three flat cars loaded with 
cinders anda collision occurred. The strip 
of track about Sebree is the best on the 
Southern division of the system, and at the 
time of the collision the passenger train was 
running fifty miles per hour. The result was 
disastrous. Thetrain men had no notifica- 
tion of the impending danger, as the flat cars 
were not flagged and as a consequence no 
opportunity was afforded for an escape. The 
engine crashed through the rear end of the 
first car andthe wreckage was terribie 
The locomotive lost its identity and is a mass 
of bent-up iron and splintered wood. En 
gineer Al Clarke was killed instantly. The 
fireman, a man named Davis, was badly 
scalded and suffered internal injuries which 
will result fatally, and the postal clerk was 
pinioned by heavy timbers and had the life 
almost crushed outofhim. His recovery is a 
matter of serious doubt.

A Short Conference in Reference to the 
Plans for the Summer and Fall—aA 
Large Amount of Campaign Literature 
to Be Distributed. 


The Executive Committee of the People’s 
party madea shorter stay in the city than 
was anticipated. It was originally intended 
to remain here several days, but owing 
tothe unavoidable absence of Donnelly of 
Minnesota and Davis of Texas it was deemed 
best to postpone the consideration of 
several matters tothe next meeting, which 
will de held on the call of the Chairman. It 
was determined not to set the time and place 
forthe coming convention until Feb. 22 of 
next year, when full information as to the 
status of the party can be obtained. 

THE FARMERS’ ALLIANCE. 

The object of placing the Executive Com- 
mittee meeting at so late a date is to ascer- 
tain what will de done at the various Farm 
ers’ Alliance meetings which will 
be held during the fall. Much discus- 
sion took place as to the dest 
method of raising a campaign fund, but the 
committeemen were reticent as tothe plans 
proposed. It is Delleved among local mem- 
bers ot the party thatthe different branches 
of the Farmers’ Alllance and such 
other organizations as are favorable 
to the new party will be 
asked to contribute. It was decided to send 
out an immense mass of campaign literature, 
setting forth the aims and objects of the Peo- 
ple’s party, and arging them in favor of it to 
form local organizations. 

ORGANIZATION TO BE EXTENDED. 

The summer and early autumn will be 
largely devoted tothe work of organization. 
District organizers will be sent out, and a 
strong corps of lecturers secured. Asto the 
Candidates of the party for the presidential 
chair, all members of the committee stated 
that it was as yet too early to consider this 
matter, as any man whose name might be 
advanced at this time would be seriously 
hampered by the combined opposition of the 
friends of other candidates. While Senator 
Leland Stanford of California had probably 
more friends at present than any other man 
whose name had been men 
tloned in connection with the 
office, no predictions that were at all reliable 
could de made. In reference to Senator 
Peffer of Kansas, Secretary Schilling said 
that he wished to correcta common impres- 
sion that he was ineligible for the reason that 
he was a native of Canada. Mr. Schilling 
sald that he could authoratively state thet 
Petter was a native-born citizen of the United 
States. 

THE COMING CAMPAIC®S. 

Many of the local members of the party 
called upon the Executive Committee at the 
Laclede and discussed the situation. The 
prediction was freely made thatthe People’s 
party would carry enough States to throw the 
election into the House of Representa- 
tives, and that in that House it would have 
a strong representation. State campaigns 
will be left largely to the judgment of 
the local leaders of the party, who will deter- 
mine whether or not it is advisabie to make a 
fight for state offices, or to concentrate forces 
upon the national and congressional tickets. 
Several states will certainly havea full ticket 
in the field.!

No action was taken on the subject for the 
present, the association deciding to walt un- 
til the reorganization of the Board of Health 
is Complete, as the question of its abatement 
will necessarily have to go Defore that 
body. The improvement of Florissant 
avenue and Twenty-third street from 
Salisbury to Farrar street came in fora share 
of discussion, as also did the establishment 
ot new fire alarm boxes. Councilman 
James announcing that anything 
needed in that direction would be readily 
given. Itwas algo decided tosecure a new 
fire engine department to de located in the 
vicinity of John and Horrisant avepues.

The Grim Reaper Thinning the Ranks of 
New Orleans Journalism. 

New ORLEaNs, La., June 13.—Within ten 
days three men eminent in New Orleans jour- 
nalism before the war have passed away. 
The deaths of Col. Frank A. Bartlett and 
E. W. Holsey were followed this 
morning by that of Maj. Ed 
ward C. Wharton, aged 6 years, at 
his summer home at Ocean Springs. He was 
born at Fort Gibson, Indian Territory, of 
military parentage. His first journalistic 
work was at St. Louis with J. M. Fieid. In 
1840 he came to New Orleans and was em 
ployed as reporter on the Picayune. 
He accompanied M. Kendall to the 
World's Fair at London in 1362 
as correspondent of the paper. In 1869 he be- 
came editor of the Galveston News and subse- 
quently quartermaster in the Confederate 
army under Gen. Magruder. As 
such he equipped the company of 
Capt. Dick Dowling which was some sixty 
strong, defeated and put to flight Gen. W. B. 
Franklin’s grand division of federal troops, 
composing the brigades of Gens. W. H. 
Emory, Godfrey Weitzel and Frank Nickerson 
and half a dozen gunboats and 
a score of trans ports. After the 
war he again became connected 
with the New Orleans press, but in the mean 
time wrote several plays, romances and 
translations fromthe French. He leaves five 
children. One son is city editor of the Zreen- 
ing States, while the ot bers are in mercantile 
pursuits.

Should Get a Fair Idea as to Who Will 
Win—The Fight Will Show What

Every man whocares anything about the 
doings of the pugilists is interested in Frank 
. Slavin. The conditions in the prize ring 
are as follows: The Jackson-Corbett match 
is still to be settled. The winner of that fight 
will be the actual heavy-weight champion of 
America. Slavin has come over to fight that 
man. Can he win? 

We dave seen Slavin in a set-to with 
Mitchell and with Jim Daly. This gave the 
knowing ones who had the good fortune to be 
present a fair idea of the man. But they want 
something more definite. They are going to 
have it. The fight with Jake Kilrain at the 
Granite Club’s house in Hoboken, N. J., on 


June 16, will furnish the opportunity to ac- 
quire the information. The battle will de ten 
rounds, five-ounce gloves, Queensbury rules. 
This will be practically a finish fight, for it 
will show beyond question which man is the 
better. 

Kilrain is a fighter with whose powers the 
American public is very familiar. When we 
have seen him do battle with Slavin we shall 
be able to say, with something like certainty, 
what sort of a fight Slavin can make for the 
championship which he seeks—that is, what 
he can do against the winner of the Jackson- 
Corbett mill, which ought to come off in the 
late fall. That fight will have to come of 
before Slavin can fight either man for the 
champienship. He might make a contest for 
a limited number of rounds, but no battle to 
afinish. Jackson has challenged Corbett in 
such a manner that seems to leave the latter 
no alternative but to face the big Australian 
in the ring again. 

Whatever may doe the result of the final 
Jacksan-Corbett battle, Sia vin looms up as the 
next antagonist of the conqueror in the eyes 
of every man who watches the course of 
pugilistic events.

of money wagered on him by his friends had 
not inspired him witha caution which per- 
haps wasa little exaggerated. He did come 
into close range at one notable point of the 
Hight and he got much the better of it, al- 
though at that time his left arm was badly 
crippled. He showed himself, however, to 
be much the better in-fighter. 

Now to go back to Slavin. Slavin hasa 
tremendously strong forearm and hand. This 
gives hima fearful half- arm uppercut. He 
Goesn’t take much swing, but gets in great 
force. The upper cut is the hardest kind of a 
biow to learn. Aman who isa clever upper 
cutter has a big advantage. He has to be 
fought at longer range and, consequently, 
doesn’t get so much punishment himself. 
Corbett as wellas Slavin has the upper cut 
down to a fine thing. 

Slavin is whatI call a hip-hitter. I mean 
by this that instead of standing with his hips 
stif and getting the swing with the shoulder 
alone, he gets the swing with the hips. He 
hits with that 190 pounds, every ounce of it. 
So much for Slavin’s principal characteris- 
tics. I might add that he is six feet, one and 
a half inches in height, and measures 42% 
inches around the chest. In both these 
measurements he exceeds Kilrain, whois five 
feet, ten and a half inches in height, and 
measures 41 inches around the chest. 

Kilrain’s style of fighting is so well known 
that I shall not describe it very fully. He is 
judged mast commonly by his long ight with 
Sullivan at Richburg. That was really the 
best measure of his ability; much 
better than the fight with Jem Smith. 
Kilrain, in that famous battle, showed 
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Jake Kilrain Taking Position in the Ring.

. FORTUNE ON TUESDAY. 


New York, June 18.—It has been under- 


on scientific points, if both men were able to 
be about at the end of the tenth round. Jere 
Dunn, who is to act as referee, Tuesday 
night, stated longago that he proposed to 
give the battle to the man who had a decided 
advantage over his adversary when the ten 
rounds were finished. If it was a close 
thing, of course, he would call it a draw. 
The directors of the club have 
been thinking the matter over lately. 
It now appears that if both men are stronk 
when they are sent to their corners at the 
end of the tenth round the affair will be 
called adraw and the prize money cut in 
two. 

This is quite an importart change, by the 
way, and it means, practically, that there 
must be a knock-out. 

The match, as it stands now, is by no means 
a satisfactory one, as far as the Granite As- 
sociation is concerned. In the first place it is 
probable that both men would have been 
glad to sign articies for a finish 
contest, ifan incentive half as great as the 
one for which they will now struggle was of- 
fered. Even ifthe same purse was hung up 
there would have been a satisfactory ending 
to the affair. Admission tickets would have 
been disposed of in far greater numbers than 
they will be now, although the indications 
are at present that the house will be crowded. 
Drawn battles are altogether unsatisfactory, 
and under the new conditions set for the 
above there is a good chance that there will 
be no other decision in this case. 

Slavin is unquestionably a remarkable 
fighter, His record shows that conclusively. 
But the fact that an alleged cablegram, cred- 
iting the Australian with saying that he 
would forfeit $5,000 if he couldn’t defeat Salli - 
van, was published in this city, was 
no reason that the Granite Club should have 
limited this contest to ten rounds. Slavin 
never made such a statement. Even if he 
did, the men who put up this purse would 
scarcely have been influenced to cal- 
culate on a basis that if Slavin 
could whip Suilivan in six rounds he 
certainly should be able to stop Kilrain 
in ten. This theory would have deen all 
right if Slavin had polished off the distin 
guished Bostonian, but he hasn’t as yet and 
be probably never will, for the very good 
reason, among others, that John L. Is out of 
it pugilistically. 

A COMPARISON. 

A careful comparison of the records of 
Slavin and Kilrain shows that the former is 
much the better man. He has defeated 
several good men, while Kilrain’s victories 
in the main have been over second or third 
rate pugilists, except Godfrey, who is a shade 
Detter than a second rater. Slavin in all his 
battles has shown wonderful speed and 
tremendous hitting power. Kilrain, though 
unquestionably the better boxer, is compara- 
atively slowon his feet, and if his recent 
battle with Godfrey isacriterion, has not 
improved as a puncher since he met Sulll- 
van. If Slavin should win inside of ten 
rounds it will be all right, and no fault will 
be found with theclub, but if it isa draw 
there will certainly be some Kicking on the 
part of the spectators. KHlrain, however, has 
scores of followers who are willing to bet at 
evens that the Australian will not 
knock him out. It is not unlikely 
that they will even give odds on this point at 
the ring side. Jake is reported as being in 
first-class condition and he expects to enter 
the ring weighing a trie less than 200 
pounds. A good many people think he would 
be better and stronger at 18 pounds, but he 
probably xnows his own business best. He 
will have an advantage of at least ten pounds 
over Slavin, but the latter’s superior height 
and reach will more then overcome this han 
dicap. In any event this contest will be well 
worth seeing, for upon the result will, ina 
great measure, depend the future of both 
men. If Slavin is boaten it will do him irre- 
parable damage, and at the same time win 
send along the stock of Sullivan and Corbett, 
both of who have beaten the Baltimorean. 
On the other hand, if Jake is put to sleep 
Slavin will be heralded throughout the world 
as the champion, for he will have defeated in 
ten rounds, or less, the man who fought 
Sullivan for over three hours ina boiling hot 
sun, and even then was not knocked out. 

GOSSIP. 

If there is any one thing that the brothers 
Gibbons—<Austin and Jim—are not in need of 
itis nerve. They have plenty of hard New 
Jersey cheek, and it does not take long for a 
casual observer to discover this fact. As an 
evidence of his lack of modesty, Austin, who 
is to fight Jim Varrell at the Pelican Club, has 
had inscribed on his colors the sentences:

DIFFERENT IDEAS OF “REST” AS APPLIED 


TO SUNDAY OBSERVANCE. 


Rabbi Gottheil, the Greatest of All the 
Rabbis, Believes in Rest, Religion and 
Recreation—Rev. Heber Newton Advo- 


cates Humanizing Works—Col. BR. d. 
Ingersoll’s Radical Views.

The question, How to spend Sunday, is one 
of great interest to the people and tothe 
Christian church. Ministers of religion 


recognize that the majority of people in 


nearly every city donot attend public wor- 
ship; and the problem presented by their ap- 
parent indifference has been the subject of 
much thoughtful .discussion. What, besides 
praying and going to church, may a Christian 
do on the Sabbath? The inquiry is full of in- 
terest for every man and woman in sympathy 
with the spirit of progress. In order to get a 
clear and comprehensive idea of the mean- 
ing of Sunday observance, from the stand- 
point of both religious and secular thought, 


brief articles have been secured touching 


the various phases of the subject, from a 
number of prominert men. The articles are 
presented below. 

A RADICAL VIEW. 


Q. What, in your judgment, is the proper 


way to spend the Sabbath? 

A. Inthe first place, I rather object to the 
word Sabbath. 
Sunday is of pagan origin. 

Sunday wasa day sacred to the sun, as 
Monday was sacred to the moon. Tuesday 
was in honor of Tiu, Wednesday of Woden, 
Thursday of Thor, Friday of the Northern 
Venus, Frigga; Saturday of Saturn of the 
cays. 

So you will see that the names are of pagan 
origin, and the reason wekeep Sunday in- 
stead of what the Jews called the Sabbath 1s 
that the early Christians adopted the pagan 
customs and abandoned the Jewish. The 
Jews kept our Saturday. That was the sa- 
cred day, and that day was kept, according 
to the Old Testament, for two reasons: First, 
because God made the world in six days 
and then rested—bDeing somewhat fatigued 
after having made so much out of nothing, 
and the other reason is that the Sabbath 
should be kept because Jehovah brought the 
Jews out of Egypt and delivered them from 
Slavery. 

According tothe Old Testament that day 
was to be kept, not by the whole world, but 
by the Jews and by no others. 
the days when there were no papers people 


news Came together. In those days they had 
no clocks, no watches; consequently they 
kept account of time by the heavenly bodies 
—by the sun, by the moon and stars. A lunar 
month is twenty-eight days—that is, the 
moon quarters every seven days and they 
could keep account of the new moons and the 
full moons; and the probability is that they 
fell on one day in seven by dividing the lunar 
month by four, according to the state of the 
moon. This could be easily determined by 
nearly everybody, and in that way the times 
were fixed in advance when they should 
meet; and when they so met not only news 
was exchanged, but the law-givers told the 
people what they must do, and the orders of 
the king or chief were made known. Oonse- 
quently but little Dusiness was transacted on 
that day—that is, but little work at their 
homes. 

The Jews had an idea that what they called 
the Sabbath was sacred, andto suchan ex- 
tremity did they go in this, thatifa Jew 
should fall down in the middie of the day he 
would not get up until sundown. 

Of course aspace of time cannot be holy, 
anymore than à vacuum can be pious. People 
who think will never believe that the infinite 
energy, Or what we call the universe, was 
ever tired, or that it ever rested. People 
who think, know that force is forever active, 
and just as active on Sunday as any other 
day. There is no difference in the attraction 
of gravitation, no differgmce in wind, or 
waye, or tide, no difference inthe speed 
of planets—on account of days. Nature is 
forever active in every direction, in all places 
and at all times. Men who think will know 
that it is impossible to add to the happiness 
of an infimite being by keeping, or not Keep- 
ing, any particular day of the week. Conse- 
quently, people who think will arrive at the 
conclusion that all days should be set apart 
for the good of man, and that those days are 
the best days in which men are the happiest, 
in which the most good has been done. 

This being so, the question of Sunday -Keep- 
ing is one to be determined by tts effect upon 
man in this world and no other. 

The chureh takes the ground that Sunday 
belongs to God—that is to say, to the church 
—that is to say, to the clergy, and that it is 
the duty of every one to listen to a sermon on 
that day. This ground is taken for the reason 
that most clergymen know that before people 
will listen to a sermon they must be con- 
vinced that itis a matter of duty. So most 
clergymen know that in order to compel 
people to attend church, places of real amuse- 
ment must be closed on that day. Sothey say 
there must be no theater, no opera, no con- 
cert, no museum, no libraries, no boats run- 
ning up and down the river, no places of re- 
sort at the senshore—everything in the world 
of that character must be tied up and locked 
up and shut up. 

Now, in my fudgment, everyone should 
Fpend Sunday as be spends Monday—to the 
dest advantage. But as there isa custom by 
which most people cease from labor on sun 
day, I think it should be set apart as a day of 
enjoyment—a day for the workingman, not 
only to rest, but to take his wife and children 
to the park, or to the woods or to the sea- 
Shore. 

So I think Sunday is a good day to cultivate 
the amenities of He, a good day to get ac- 
qua mted with your family, a good day to see 
your best girl, to read old letters, old poems, 
to write letters, to have dreams—a good day 
to enjoy yourself in every way in which you 
may feel inclined, provided you do not in any 
way interfere with the happiness of others,

RABBI GOTTHEIL’S VIEW OF SUNDAY. 
How to call the Sabbath a delight—[Isaiah Ivili: 13. 
All the English-speaking peoples love a 
quiet Sunday, no matter what their belief 
may be concerning its origin and sanctity. 
Typical of this love is what Dr. Edward Em- 
erson telis of his great father. When his boy 
once rattied his toy drum on a Sunday he 
Came out of his study and bid him hush, say- 
ing: ‘‘I never heard such a noise in my 
parents’ house on the Sabbath; and this the 
man who renounced the Christian ministry 
because he could not connect any religious 
sentiment with ‘‘eating and drinking the 
Lord's supper. It is out of respect for this 
feeling that I recommend to my people to 
abstain from ali things which disturb the 
repose of their neighbors. Nor can it be 
denied that there is in the still restful- 
ness of the day an element which is of in- 
fluence on the activity of the week days; oth- 
erwise we Jews 2 no reason whatsoever 
for not spending the Sunday as we list. It is 
not our Sabbath, but the church’s; and the 
State in legislating for its observance acts 
clearly in contradiction to the foundation 
principle of the separation of State and 
Church. The defense cannot be set up that 
the civil authority aims only at securing to 
the people the physical advantages of Sun- 
day—rest; for the advantages cannot be 
forced upon those who do not care to have 
them, or wo think that they can attain 
greater benefits by following their own in- 
clinations. Ours is not a ‘‘paternal govern- 
ment’’ which takes better care of its subjects 
than they can of themselves; ours, as we 
profess, derivesits power from the consent 


ot the governed. Weg Israelites give our con- 


sent without reluctance, as I said, in deter- 


| ence to the feeling of the great and best part 
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of the nation. But the civil power should un- 
derstand this and not drag poor Jewish 
craitsmen to the police courts for pursuing 
their calling on a day that has no 
religious sanction for them, especially 
when they do keep the other day which is 


dictation against the word of God, that word 
which the Christian acknowledges to be the 
only infallible guide to salvation. But as 
regards the good Christian folk—the mistake 
made by both—State as well as Church is that 
they acknowledge only two R’s in the due 
observance of the Sunday, viz.: Rest d 
Religion; a third ought to be added the : 

Thisis,in my opinion, as 
great and pressing a need as the two 
others; nay, a condition of the efficacy 
of either. Rest without means of bodily 
and mental recreation is sheer idle 
ness, and have we not been taught in 
our youth that the devil finds always some- 
thing to do for idle hands? Slowly, very 
slowly the churches begin to see that rational 
and harmiess amusement is the strongest 
auxiliary they can enlist on the side of re- 
ligion. Nothingis more grateful and more 
welcome to the poor man than to see his 
claims to his world’s happiness recognized; 
assure him of that and he will lend a willing 
ear to your promises of the good day to come 
inthe other world. A gymnasium for his

LOUISIANA’S OLDEST CHUBCH. 


The Building and Neighboring Graveyard

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Antoni Van Leeuwenbhoek—The Miracle ot 
His Day—What He Saw in a Glass—The 
F Early Discover

At the present time, when the Koch discov- 
eries have demonstrated more forcibly than 
ever the infinite importance of microscopy 
for scientific pursuits, a biography of the 
Father of the Microscope’’ may not come 
amiss. 

At Delfton the 2th of October, 1632, just 
four weeks before Spinoza, was born one of 
the greatest microscopists, Antoni Van Lee- 
uwenhoek. His father died early, and his 
mother placed the boy ina noted school for 
boys at Warmund, near Leiden. After being 
graduated from this school he entered 
bis uncle’s law office, there to study the 
principles of jurisprudence; but he did not 
take kindly to this profession, and soon 
turned his back upon it. His mother then 
sent him to Amsterdam, where he filled the 
place of cashier and book-keeper ina large 
tailoring establishment. Even at that early 
age young Leeuwenhoek sought the ac- 
quaintance and intercourse of various nat- 


ural scientists, and itis but natural to sup- 
pose that then was laid the foundation for 
his pre-eminent fondness for microscopic re- 
searches. He soon left his post at Amster- 
dam, returned to his native city and mar- 
ried. 

For several years he led a secluded life, de- 
voting his entire time to his studies. At last 
his relatives prevailed upon him to accept a 
lucrative office, that had the advantage be- 
sides of giving him but little work to do, 80 
that it did not interfere with his scientific 
pursuits. 

Leeuwenhoek was the miracle of his day; 
anyone Visiting Holland without stopping to 
see him was said to have missed the most in- 
teresting object of that interesting country 
ofthe Dutch. Leeuwenhoek boasted of many 
noble visitors, among them Charles Il. and 
George I. Kings, and Mary, Queen of En- 
gland. King Frederick I. of Prussia, King 
August II., of Poland, the Elector of Saxony, 
the Elector of the Pealz, Duke Anton Ulrich 
of Braunschweig, and many others. 

Leeuwenhoek owes his great renown to his 
art of making microscopes, and of dexter - 
ousiy handling them. Simple magnifying 
lenses of transparent material are as old as 
Moses, having been found in the ruins of 
Nineveh. 

In 1610 the Janssens, father and son, manu- 
factured at Middleburg the first compound

microscope, and soon afterwards the first 


simpie ones were put on the market. These 
were known by the name of engyscopia, and 
were also called vitra pulicaria (lee glasses). 
Despite their poor construction, they were 
universally liked. A very funny thing hap- 
pened with one of these ee glasses, and 
the tale is good enough to bear repetition. A 
learned Jesuit, Father Scheiner (an optical 
test is named after him), died on a journey in 
a remote village of the Tyrol. Before bury- 
ing him the bailiff took an inventory of his 
effects, and found amongthem a ‘‘vitrum 
pulicarium.’’ Of course the ignorant alpin- 
ers investigated the queer object, and to 
their great terror and distress saw Satan in 
person dancing and prancing around inside. 
In consequence of this discovery the pious 
village fathers refused to.grant the old wizard 
an honest Christian burial. During the de- 
bate the giass was opened, whether acci- 
dentally or intentionally, the story does not 
say, and out jumped, not the devil, but a 
half-dead flee. 

Improvements of the simple mi 

had already been made by Athanasius Kirch- 
er, but Leeuwenhoek dida great deal more 
towards its perfection. His microscopes con- 
sist of two metal plates (Ag. i-a) held to- 
gether by two pins. In a corresponding hoi- 
low between them the lens (g) was inserted. 
A metal bar (b) was screwed fast behind the 
plate, projectinga little beyond the lower 
edge. By means of the thumb-screw (s) it

school for grinding lenses under the direction 
of Leeuwenhrek, but the latter would not 
consent to it. ‘ 

He was at all times inclined to surround 
himself with a mysterious air. Molineux 
complains that he showed him only instru- 
ments of minor value, and the Land- 
graf of Hesse- Kastel also declared 
that he never saw any ot the 
better ones. Leeuwenhoek, however, pre 
sented 26 first-ciass instruments to the Royal 
Society of London; to Queen Anne of England 
he gave two, and besides, he permitted Uffen- 
bach to make drawings of all his apparatus. 

He always declined to sell any of his instru- 
ments, but that was less from a desire to 
keep his art a secret, as from the justifiable 
pride of a proud and high-spirited character. 

One of his greatest and earliest discoveries 
1675] is that of the infusoria, which he found 
On pepper wet with water. This aroused the 
astonishment, not only of the scientists of 
that day, but the laymen as well. 

One of his zoological discoveries was the 
fresh water polype. He was the first to ex 
amine the vorticel, a genus of certain wheel- 
animalcules. 

Among many other interesting things he 
discovered the course of the metamorphosis 
undergone by the ant—in fact, all his studies 
on insect life were the wonder of the age. 

His anatomical discoveries were both nu- 
merous and important, particularly his ob- 
servations of the blood and its circulation. 
Although the blood globules were discovered 
by Kircher tn 1650, the latter regarded them 
as Of parasitical origin. Leeuwenhoek, how- 
ever, recognized in them the essential ele- 
ment of the biood, while at the same time 
misunderstanding their nature. 

In 1688 Leeuwenhoek discovered the cap- 
Ulary vessels and the circulation of the 
blood in them, first in the tail and the gill of 
the tadpole, then in the tail of a young eel 
and the wings ofa bat. Of the discovery he 
says himself: ‘*When l examined the tall of 
the tadpole the magnificent sight presented 
to my eye surpassed any previous spectacie I 
ever beheld.’’ 

Leeuwenhoek stood in high esteem with the 
prominent scientists of his day. The brill- 
lant Smammerdam, the celebrated anatom- 
ist, Renier de Graaf; the great Boerhave, 
Huygens, the most prominent philosopher 
and astronomer of hisday, and Gravesand, 
the clever compiler of Huygens’ works, all 
were welcome guests at Leeuwenhoek’s 
house, and with Nehemia Grew, Robert 
Hooke and Leibnitz he carried on a constant 
scientific correspondence.

MRS. ADMIRAL DAHLGREN SAYS OUR 


DIVORCE LAWS ARE A DISGRACE. 


Incentives to Immorality?— State Laws 
Responsible—Our Hearthstones Not as 
Carefully Guarded as Our Hen-Coops.

So frequent have divorces become among 
us of late years, and so conflicting are the 
various laws that regulate marriage, that it 
would seem to have become almost as easy 
tor a quibbDling attorney to obtain a divorce 
as to establish the validity of any marriage. 
It is, in sooth, as if we taxed our ingenuity 
to arouse incentives to infidelity, for such Is 
the widespread outcome of the discrepancies 
and laxity of our divorce system. 

The first duty of the women of America is to 
demand a higher matrimonial standard, one 
based upon Christian law and not the law of 
domestic relation, of civil contract, or even 
of mere equity of loca] jurisdiction. 

In this holy connection it is the duty of our 
law-makers to guard woman and her off- 
spring as the very heart’s core of the sacred 
life of the nation. 

The present condition of things regarding 
this most intimate of all ties is really disgrace- 
ful to our civilization. Each State has its 
own statutes, and these,so far from being 
uniform, are often directly at variance one 
with the other. Then, to make confusion 
worse confounded, if possible, the decisions 
of the various jurisdictional courts in differ- 
ent States are inharmonious regarding 
divorce. I venture to say that itis next to 
impossible, even for an astute lawyer, to de- 
fine any set of rules regulating divorce that 
will de binding outside of the local State jur- 
isdiction. 

For instance, although in Maryland some 
form of religious ceremony is very properly 
considered necessary to make a marriage 
valid, yet any Marylander has only to step 
over the border-line of this State into Penn- 
Sylvania and be married by a civil officer; 
but ifa Pennsylvanian should be married by 
a civil omcer n Maryland the ceremony is 
not valid. What a network of snares does 
this one conflicting law permit the designing 
to spread for the innocent and the unwary? 

What with a change here and a change 
there various old-time safeguards of the 
validity of marriage ceremonies have been 
swept away, or modified into mere matter for 
fines. The consent of parents, license, the 
publication of banns, registry, have been 
torn away from their moorings as essentials. 
Their absence no longer affects validity, but 
only subjects to a fine; and what festive 
bridegroom objects to a financial outlay? 
Presently, he will be ready to spend still 
more in a divorce suit. 

Our conflict of laws are so various in these 
suits, it would require a volume toset them 
forth. lam tempted to indicate a very few. 
As to how far in a divorce suit husband and 
wife can testify depends in a great measure 
upon the statutes of the States. Then the 
capacity to marry again after divorce can be 
evaded by change of domicile, and the oppor- 
tunity of crime thus afforded is constantly 
made use of. This conflict of law actually 
corrupts our citizens and opens for them a 
door for evasive action. We do not guard 
our hearthstones as carefullyas wedo our 
chicken-coops, for the law cannot be evaded 
that pushes the sneak -thief into jail. 

A deceased wife’s sister may not be val- 
idijy married in Virginia, where such ac 
tion is deemed crime. The laws vary con 
cerning the intermarriage of whites with ne- 
groes or Indians. In many States the question 
as to whether a celebration of any kind is

justice. 
A few words tn conclusion: Another remedy | 
to meet the present disastrous jaxity, one 
that lies still deeper than a vindication of the 
national honor from this deserved reproach, | 
one that must rest with the religious bodies 
throughout the length and breath of the 
land, for with them primarily exists the 
reservation of Christian civilization. Let all 

churches unite to restore marriage 
to the dignity ofasacrament. This restora- 
tion would strike at the root of the 
eviland do away with divorces, except for 
the scriptural admitted cause. A Christian 
unity is needed here. And what would be 
the effect of such action outside the pale of 
the churches? How would the infidel horde. 
the mass of woridlings, be influenced? A 
study of human nature teaches us that the 
result would be favorable. We may take it 
for granted that those who scoff at religion 
are usually victims of human respect. 
These unfortunates affect to be free and 
liberal minded, but they really are like 
chameleons that take on the hue of surround- 
ing objects. 

Let these masses, who are incapable of 
leading thought on account of their instabil- 
ity, once feel the weight of united pressure 
protected by a general law and they will soon 
begin to understand that freedom of divorce 
can no longer exist. 

When easy divorce ceases to be respectable 
they will dread the discredit thus created by 
a vigorous public opinion.

MUST HAVE MONEY. 


The Kansas State Board of Charities in 
Financial Straits. 


TOPEKA, Kan., June 13.—The State Board of 
Charities has been discussing the eight-hour 
day question for the past two days and to- 
day recommended that the Governor call a 
special session of the Legisiature to make an 
appropriation to meet the deficiency. Dr. 
Eastman, Superintendent of the Insane 
Asylum, says that unless a special session is 
called it will be necessary to discharge one- 
third of the patients in the asylums at 
Topeka and Ossawatomie, and from one- 
fourth to one-half of the persons in various 
State educational and industrial institutions. 
The effect of this would be to throw a large 
number of the unfortunates and insane 
people upon the counties from which they 
were sent. 

The law places the officers of these institu- 
tions in a very trying position. They cannot 
compel or even permit any of their employes 
to work more than eight hours perday. This 
will necessitate the hiring of nearly double 
the present force of men. They dare hot pay 
less fora day’s work thanis now paid, and 
at that rate the appropriation for 
these institutions will be exhausted 
in a short time. There is now a law 
on the statutes makin it a penal 
offense to go beyond the — . As 
a result there are but two remedies. Either 
they must send home at least one-third of 
those under their care or a special session of 
the Legislature must be called. The Gover- 
nor has been out oftown for several days. 
Secretary of State Higgins said this after- 
noon: The Governor has always been 
strongly opposed to special sessions, 
aud will not call one unless it 
isabsolutely necessary. I think he might 
callan extra session if two-thirds of the 
members of both houses petition for it, but it 
is doubtful whether he would take such ac-

Women, unsuspecting victims, have found 
themselves divorced, though not duly served 
with process, or being sent away under one 
pretence or another into another State, have 
actually not had due notice of pending suit. 
Given the conditions ofan unprincipied hus- 
band, arascally attorney and a well-filled 
purse, and our conflict of divorce laws enacts 
the rest of many as dark a domestic tragedy 
as paganism has permitted. 

‘*‘Again, the cause for divorceis differently 
defined in each State, so that the allegations 
preceding a divorce sult may be as various as 
the States ofthe Union. They may exceed 
the ‘Thirty-nine Articles!’ Who can grasp 
or measure the disastrous effect of such pro- 
tean laws? And these dragon’s teeth thus 
sown broadcast are rising up everywhere 
with aggressive hydra-heads, substituting 
license for stability, dissension for unity and 
a plentiful crop of wild oatsin the shape of 
divorces cover our homesteads of pleas- 
ant ease. The farmer in his homely 
phrasing has a good term for this riotous up- 
springing—‘‘filth.’’ In view of all this fatal 
uncertainty arising in part from the conflict 
of jaws and the absence of definite rules to 
govern marriage, the disputed question, ‘‘Is 
marriage a fallure?’” may presently be 
formulated, ‘‘Does marriage exist among 
us? In the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
the first absolute divorce was given in 166, 
and during the succeeding century in some 
years there were no divorces and in no one 
year more than three. What now occurs in 
that State, which we select as a model of 
culture and wide spread refinement? We 
quote at random from a news slip before us:

CARBONATE CAMP. 


From the Wolfe Tone—What the Smelt- 
ers Are Doing—The Olga Shaft. 


LEADVILLE, Colo., June 13.—The ore to-day 
in the Castle View has opened out to such an 
extent that from sixty to seventy-five tonsa 
day are now being shipped from there. This 
is from an entirely new ore body that was 
only discovered last month. This month, by 
the way, has proven an exceptional one, and 
will be referred to more definitely later on.

Some extremely suc- 
cessful experiments have been made in mak- 
ing copper matte at these works, which ac- 
counts for the fact that the whole number of 
blast furnaces were not reducing ore during 
the month. The sampling mill and the 
roasters, however, were going full time and 
accomplishing good results. 

The American Smelting Co. had six fur- 
naces in Diast, two ofthe older ones having 
deen torn down and rebuilt, this bringing 
their capacity per day up to about one-fourth 
more than was thecase before the change. 
With these going some 7,500 tons of ore were 
put through witha bullion result of about 
900 tons. Only two of the roasters were going 
on sulphide ore during the month, but these 
did good work and everything else ran 
steadily and smoothly, nope of the smelters 
wanting for faxing or high grade ores during 
the mouth. 

The Arkansas Valley smelter had seven 
furnaces in biast and heated about 7,500 tons 
ofcrude ore, producing tons of bulhon, 
while the Elgin company only ran two of 
their furnaces and reduced only about 2,29 
toms ofore.

PRACTICAL CESSATION OF GOLD Rx 
| PORTS 70 EUROPE, 


New Tonk, June 13.~The stock market 
continues to be an exceedingly tame affair— 
sotamein fact thatthe movements cal! for 
no éxtended comment. The sales for the 
week amounted to only 711,602 shares, and 
even the room traders had a sorry time of it 
tryingto squeeze enough profit out of their 
ventures to cover daily expenses. In a gen- 
eral way the speculation may be described ag 
strong, for the extreme dullness and apa- 
thetic eourse of operators only served to 
make its one feature of strength all the more 
conspicuous. If the market itself was 
uninteresting the street at least had some- 
thing to discuss in the new conditions which 
have developed tn the figanctal world. Par 
amount to all other considerations is the 
practical cessation of gad exports which up 
to last week were the cause of grave concern 
in certain circles. It is proper to say, how 
ever, that operators who were made timid 
have always felt a shiver when a drain to 
Europe was threatened, to say nothing of 
its realization. The timid ones, and their 
aame is legion, had the satisfaction 
of knowing that -the only shipment 
last week was perhaps more 
expensive to the consignee than any other 
that had preceded it for months. The half 
million dollars alluded to having been for- 
warded early in the weck, brokers felt any- 
thing but certain that the movement had 
ended, but as the days went by and no new 
engagments were reported, they began to 
breathe easier, at the same time the finan- 
cial situation in London showed such unmis- 
takable improvement and monetary condi- 
tions here also looked so much better that a 
more cheerful feeling pervaded the Wall 
street atmosphere than has been the case 
for some time. Bonds in the open 
market in London were obtainable at decid- 
edly easy rates. and the weekly showing of 
the Bank of England was most reassuring; 
its reserve is above 4 per cent as against less 
than 42a year ago, when the official discount 
rate was 3 per cent, orl per cent lower than 
now. 

The process of digesting the mass of securi- 
ties precipitated upon the London and Con- 
tinental markets by the collapse of Baring 
Bros. last fall has been long and tedious, but 
it is being steadily accomplished and now that 
results are being witnessed two striking facts 
present themselves for consideration by in- 
vestors and speculators on this side of the At- 
lantic. The first isthe able financiering of 
the great bankers of Europe during the late 
crisis, which threatened to involve the whole 
world in untold misfortunes fora couple of 
years, and the second is the magnificent 
record made by the United States, while the 
Governors of the Bank of England and oth- 
ers were endeavoring to minimize the dim- 
culties. The sixty millions of gold sent by us 
alone furnished the machinery to the 
foreign financiers with which to prose- 
cute their work. It follows that to 
this timely help is also attributable in a large 
measure the satisfactory announcement just 
made by the Bank of England that the 
guarantees of Baring Bros. will not be called 
upon fora single assessment, although only 
afew months ago it was the impression in 
high quarters in London and Paris that they 
would be levied upon very heavily. 

THE DAY'S TRANSACTIONS. 

New York, June 13.—The general impres- 
sion that a bank statement is due to- 
day induced considerable covering of shorts 
this morning and the opening of the market 
was made at advances over last night’s g- 
ures of from % to % per cent and with a 
comparatively heavy volume of business. At 
ll o’clock the market wasiquiet, but strong 
at the best prices reached. The market was 
less active in the last hour, but the best 
prices were well maintained and in 
some cases still better figures were obtained, 
though in Chicago Gasa fractional loss was 
suffered in addition to the decline in the first 
hour.

Then 
as they are eaten they are dipped, ome by 
one, intothe powdered sugar. But there are 
not many varieties of the berry that are 
sweet enough to be eaten thus. 

Strawberry ice is a dainty that 
tempt an epicure. The following recipe is 
old and tried: To two quarts of chopped der- 
ries add two pounds of sugar. Let them 
stand in an earthen crock or giass dish for an 
hour, after which strain off the juice, which 
will be abundant. To it add now one pint 
of a very strong and sweet lemonade. Freese 
in ordinary ice cream freezer. 

Strawberry sherbet—Take one and one-half 
pints of water, one pint of powdered sugar 
and juice of one fresh lemon. Set on the fre 
and bring toa boli. Pour while hot into’ one 
quart of clear strawberry juice. Strain and 

ze. 

Strawberry ice cream—Take one quart of 
thick sweet cream, put in sugar to taste and 
a trife of vanilla flavoring. Whip this mixt- 
ure with egg beater until stiff and set on ice. 
Mash a quantity of strawberries and strain 
off the juice and sweeten. To one quart of 
cream there should bea little more than one 
pint of juice. Stir juice and cream together, 
beating briskly. Put tn freezer and freeze as 
rapidly as possibile. 

Strawberry meringue—Mash one quart of 
berries, add half a pound of powdered sugar. 
Strain juice and add the juice of one lemon, 
half a pint of sweet wine and the sti 
beaten whites of two eggs. Serve in small 
lass dishes, placing one dy each plate. 

Strawberry gelatine—Mash one pint of 
berries, sweeten and press through 
a sieve. Soak half an ounce of 
best gelatine im barely e water 
to cover it, and melt over the fre. 
To ft add two tablespoonfuls of white sugar 
and two tablespoonfuls of clear lemon juice. 
Let this mixture come to a Doll an i pour over 
the berry-juice, beating thoroughly. Whip 
one pint of sweet cream, stir lightly through 
the berry-juice and gelatine and put ina 
form. Setaway fora few hours, and it will 
harden. When ready to serve turn out intoa 
lass dish and serve with cream. 

Strawberry shortchKe is a national dainty 
and may be made in various ways. The fol- 
lowing recipe ts one that has deen used for 
years and is always successful: To one quart 
of four add three teaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der and sift three times. Work into ft a heap- 
ing tablespoonful of Dutter and with one pint 
cold sweet milk work the whole intoa 
dough. Bol out until one-eighth of an 
inch thick, cut Into two equal parts. Bud 
the top ef one piece with dutter and place 
the other on it. Cut into shapes with a cut- 
ter about four inches wide, and bake ina 
quick oven. When daked the cakes fall into 
two pieces at a touch. 

The berries are prepared by capping and 
sweetening, and chopping into small bits. 
Place a quantity between the parts of 
the cakes, and serve one toeach person. 
Many persons use this receipt for making the 
short cake, Dut Dake ma large pan, and in- 
stead of putting butter between the parts 
before Daking, split open afterwards and 
butter both upper and lower portions. 

A sweet short-cake is made by using a good 
receipt for plain cake, and put the berries be- 
tween after Daking as in the other kind. 
Strawberry short-cake ts often iced, but this 
makes the dainty rather two rich for the 
ordinary appetite. 

Strawberry pie is made thus: Line a pie- 
Gish with best puff paste, place the berries 
in, crowded closely together but never in 
more than one layer. Sweeten more than if 
eaten raw as the beat draws out the acid of 
the berry. Never place an upper crust on 
Strawberry pie, Duta few narrow strips of 
the pastry will be an addition. Always serve 
cold, and with sweet cream. 

It is almost impossibie to can strawberries 
so that they will keep their beautiful color. 
And even with all possibile care they are m- 
sipid. But try the following recipe aud you 
will thank the giver: For one pound of ber- 
ries take two-thirds of a pound of best white 
sugar. Make a clear syrup and drop the der- 
ries carefully into it while it ts boiling hot. 
After standing in the syrup, but not doiling, 
Gip the berries out with a strainer. Now let 
this syrup doll down until a little thick, 
return the berries and boil it up once 
more. Putin small glass jars and seal them 
as fast as possible. Always use the pint jars 
tor such preparations, as they are not m- 
tended to keep after being unsealed. 

Strawberry jam made in the regular old- 
fashioned way of one pound of berries to one 
pound of sugar, and cooking rapidly until 
thick, is delicious, but should always be 
Sealed up in giass jars. If cooked long 
enough to keep, in the way we did before the 
Gays of self-sealing jars, it always has a 
strong and bitter flavor. 

Strawberry jelly ts a genuine dainty, but 
extremely difficult to make. Sometimes it 
thickens at once, and gt other times it will 
not. The Dest plan is to boil the strawberry 
juice for twenty minutes before adding the 
sugar. Then by boiling ten minutes after- 
wards, you may succeed. 

Perhaps after all, the best way to get the 
real enjoyment out of strawberries, is to eat 
just as many as you can during the season, 
and then say good bye to them until the 
next year. 


Burying a Grand Duke. 
From the London Daily Telegrapn. 

The vast sums of money absorbed by the 
extravagant lives led by many of the Russian 
Grand Dukes, and the irregular methods oc- 
casionally employed to levy them, constitute 
one of the most irksome burdens of the tax- 

yer—who is the peasant. Grand 

uxury, contrasted with the misery and sulent 
suffering of the tillers of the soil, are con 
Stant themes of conversation in every mouth ; 
dut the death of some Grand Dukes—a Field 
Marshal or a Lord High Admiral of the Fleet, 
for instance—is to the full as costly a matter 
in proportion as his life. 


Russia, I went to one of the receiving agen- 
cles maintained by wealthy Hebrews of this 
country for the succor of their race, and 
made a study of the types I found there. Such 
a ne of wretchedness I did not soon eK 
pect to see again, or to hear such tales of op- 
pression. Surely the world was getting 
Wiser, I thought. 

Some years later I was passing through 
Leeds, England, and happening to visit one 
of the poorer quarters of the city saw again 
the same strange faces that had 
haunted me for weeks visiting the 

here. There were the venerable pa- 
triarchs in skull caps, with long beards reach- 
ting to their waists and long coats flapping at 
their heels ; the same dark women; the same 
Deautiful, silent children, with melancholy 
born of generations of suffering in their big, 
lustrous eyes. These were the refugees from 
Oppression who had found shelter in En- 
giand, and the opportunity to work at starv- 
ing wages for ‘‘sweating’’ tailors. 

Yesterday I happened into the office of the 
4merican Hebrew, and found that Managing 
Eattor Cohen had just been hearing the story 
of a recent refugee from the Trans- Baikal 
District of Russia. This wasa well-dressed, 
sturdy man of intelligent features and me- 
Gtum height, with 300 or #0 roubles tn his 

a Gestrable citizen for any 
country, one would think. 

A rear ago the man from the Trans-Baikal 
had no notion of coming to America. He had 
his little home near a station of the railroad 
on which he worked, and his wife raised veg- 
etables. Them came a notice that after a 
certain date, the ist of May or April last, I 
dont remember which, no Jews would be 
employed on the railroads. So many occupa- 
Tons had already been barred to his race 
that this was like a decree of banishment. 
He couldn't go farming; that was forbidden. 
He couldn't open a butcher shop; forbidden. 
He couldn't study medicine or become a me- 

or anything at all to which It was pos- 
sidle for a railroad man to turn his hand. 
Bat be could come to America, and did. 

Llasked Mr. Cohen what he thought of the 
Palestine colonization and he seemed very 
well impressed with it. One of the Boths- 
childs ts backing it, has built a wine- pressing 
establishment, not as a charity, but as a bus- 
ness speculation, and hopes to aid his peo- 
ple indirectly dy it. ® land ts reasonabiy 
fertile and capable of improvement. The 
Argentine Republic colony doesn’t seem to 
move much. Baron Hirsch sent a farmer, an 
engineer and another expert to make exam- 
Inations, and they reported several fine and 
available tracts and a friendly Government. 
But the people raised a great row about the 
proposed admission of Hebew colonists, and 
the project languished. England is reason- 
abiy friendly to the Hebrews, but has groaned 
much lately at the number of them. So, 
as the capacity of Palestine ts limited, Amer- 
ica is far and away the dest country for the 
refugees to seek. Nor are they as likely to 
become public charges as the poor of other 
nationalities, forthe Hebrews here take ex- 
cellent care of them.

THE WEEKLY RECORD. 

Last week’s real estate business was the 
largest in actual sales ofthe year.

It is, however, possible for a lady to get 
good servants and to keep them (for awhile) 
if she has great executive ability, if she has 
a natural leadership; but the wholejquestion 
2 etal has not yet been at all mas- 

There is no hock and eye“ between that 
ship, loaded down with those who want work 
and those who want work done. The great 
lack of respect in the manners of servants in 
hotels is especially noticeable, after return- 
ing from Europe. A woman, a sort of care- 
taker, on a third-story floor, will sing while a 
lady is talking to her, not because she wishes 
to sing at all, but to establish her independ- 
ence. In Europe she would say: ‘‘Yes, my 
lady, or No, my lady, when spoken to. 

It is to be feared that the declaration of 
independence is between us and good service. 
We must be content if we find one or two 
amiable Irish or old negroes, who will serve 
us because of the love they bear us, and for 
our children’s sake, whom they love as if 
they were their very own. 

This is, however, but taking the seamy 
side, and the humbler side. Many opulent 
people in America employ thirty servants, 
and their house goes on with much of the 
European elegance. It is not unusual ina 
fine New York house to find a butler and four 
men in the dining-room,a chef and his as- 
sistants in the kitchen, a head groom and his 
men in the stables, a coachman, who isa 
very important functionary, and three 
women in the nursery beside the nursery 
governess, who acts as amanuensis of the 
lady; the lady’s maid, whose sole duty is to 
wait on her lady and perhaps the young lady; 
a parlor maid or two, and two chamber- 
maids, a laundress and her assistants. 

Ot course the men in such a vast establish- 
ment do not sleep in the house, with, per- 
haps, one or twoexceptions; the valet of the 
gentleman and the head footman may be 
kept at home, as needed in the night for er- 
rands, etc. But our American houses are not 
built to accommodate so many. One lady, 
the head ofsuch an establishment, said that 
she had never seen her laundress, a different 
staircase led tothe servants’ room and her 
maid did allthe interviewing with this im- 
portant personage. 

If a lady can find a competent housekeeper 
to direct this large household, it is all very 
well, but that is yet almost impossible, so 
that the lifeofa fashionable womanin New 
York whois the head of such a house is apt 
to be slavery. The housekeeper and the 
butler are seldom friends, therefore the 
bostess has to reconcile these two conflicting 
powers before she can give a dinner. The 
head footman walks off disgusted and leaves 
a vacuum, ete. 

The households of men of foreign birth who 
understand dealing with different nationall- 
ties are apt to get on very well with thirty 
servants, as doubtless such men import their 
Own servants. 

In a household where one man alone is 
kept, and where he is expected to open the 
front door and to do all the duties of the din- 
ing-room, he must have an assistant in the 
pantry. The caok, if a woman, generally 
demands and needs one; if a man, he de- 
mands two, fora chef will not do any of the 
menial work of cookery. He is a pampered 
menial. 

The housekeeper should hire the servants 
and be responsibie for them. She orders the 
dinners if the lady chooses, she gives out the 
stores, she watches over the house linen and 
gives it out, attends to the mending and re- 
pienishing of it, and every day visits all the 
bedrooms to see that the chambermaids have 
done their duty, that writing materials are in 
every room, that all is comfortably arranged 
for guests and forthe family. 

She is expected to see that her employers 
are not cheated, and this makes her unpop- 
ular. A bad housekeeper ls worse than none, 
as of course her powers of steallag are end- 
less. 

The butler is answerable for the silver and 
wine. He must be absolute over the foot- 
man. 

Itishe who directs the carving and pass- 
ing of dishes, and then stands behind the 
chair of bis mistress. 

Many gentlemen in America send their but- 
lers to market and leave to them the arrange- 
ment of the table. Ifa woman cook is kept 
this is generally done, but in Engiand a bat- 
ler would not consider this his work. 

All the men servants must be clean shaven, 
none are permitted to wear mustaches; that 
is the privilege of the gentieman. 

A lady’s maid is not expected to do her own 
washing or make her own bed in Europe, and 
in this country, being expected to do all that 
and to eat with the servants, she is apt to 
complain. A French maid always complains 
of the table. She must be a good hair-dresser, 
understand dressmaking and clear starching, 
a good packer, and always at hand to dress 
her lady, and to sit up for her when she re- 
turns from parties. 

Some of the well-trained Swedes make ex- 
cellent maids. 

When a ladies’ maid is hired to attend 
young ladies, to wah with them in the street, 
ne must be a superior person. It is better, 
if possible, to hire a mursery governess to fill 
this place. 

The nursery governess is a position flied in 
En gland by educated women, who do not eat 
with the other servants, but they bathe and 
dress the children if asked to do 8, eat 
with them and teach them the rudimentary 
branches. 

If a lady can have a servants’ dining-room, 
and meals served separately for them, it 
simplifies the business of life very much. 

Nine meals a day are cooked in an opulent 
house at Newport. A breakfast for the serv- 
ants, another for the caildren and governess, 
another forthe master and his guests make 
three. The children’sdinner, the servants’ 
dinner, the luncheon—another three. 
The grand dinner at 7:30, the children’s tea, 
the servants’ supper make another threes. 
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PLACES MADE FAMOUS BY THEIR Asso- 
CIATION WITH GREAT NAMES. : 


Grant's Log Cabin and Sherman’s Resi- 
dence—The House Where Sterling Price 
Died—Hancock’s Old Home Near Jetter- 
son Barracks. 


Did it ever occur to the good residents of 
St. Louis and out of it how many famous 
people have claimed st. Louis as their home? 
The idea did not until the sSunpary Poser Dr 
PATCH last year published a full account of 
every child of fame whom she had held once 
within her gates—but there were many of 
them who were only transient residents as it 
were—such as Stanley, Edison, and some 
other famous sons Of America. The SUNDAY 
Post-DISPATCH BOW will present to its read- 
the first description ever pub- 
lished on the historic homes of 
St. Louis—that is the homes where 
great men and women lived whose fame is 
not locally confined, but is coextensive with 
both Europe and America and with the 
events that shall leave their names coupled 
with them forever and go down to history as 
lights of this century’s genius. 

To begin at the beginning: It is not per- 
missibie to omit a reference to the home of 
a St. Louisan who was not only famous in

war, but in peace, and President of the 


United States—Ulysses 8. Grant. While in 
the city he had different homes, or rather 
he resided at different ones, for with his 
family, he boarded much of his time, 
one of these stopping places being on Fif- 
teenth street, between Walnut and Clark 
avenue. The house, a two-story gray brick 
and stone exterior, is famous by being shown 
in the Eastern periodicals as ‘‘(Girant’s &. 
Louis home during the war. It was here 
that little Nellie Grant played, lonely and 
neglected, for the children of the neighbor- 
hood were all stanch little rebels and 
wouldn’t play with ‘‘Grant’s little daugh- 
ter, partly because she was the Union sol- 
Gier’s little child and partly because der 
father had driven a wagon and sold wood. 
But the St. Louis home of Grant was really 
the littie old log hut that was built forty years 
ago, originally a double log house where two 
cabins with a short space between them were 
joined by being roofed over—the space serv- 
ing asa vestibule. Later on ft was inclosed 
and boarded. The house was bullt in the 
style belonging to that era—the logs notched 
and hewn and stripped of their bark. The 
spaces were filled by pieces of wood pushed 
between the logs. The lime mortar plaster 
was put over the rough finish to make 
a comparativeiy smooth surface. This 
farm was on an hundred -acre 
tract of ground and was the property of 
Frederick T. Dent, the father in-law of young 
Grant, and the ground had been presented to 
Mrs. Grant as a bridal gift from her father. 
Capt. Grant’s ambition at onte centered in 
bullding a home on this ground and he him 
self hewed the logs, cut down the trees and 
took them over to the property. After it was 
com pieted a hospitable house warming was 
givenand the newly married people settied 
down to their modest house-keeping, and

Next tothe Grant home should be placed 
that of the dead Gen. Sherman. The 
double red brick residence, No. 912 Garrison 
avenue, is now a familiar spot to everyone, 
and many a tourist who comes to the city 
makes a pilgrimage out to eee the old Sher- 
man house. This comfortable home was a 
gift of the St. Louis citizens to the General, 
and in this residence the happiest days of 
his life were passed. It was a well known 
fact that of all their other houses the St. 
Louis one was Most loved by the Sherman 
family. The exterior of the house is an in- 
viting one; it is hemmed in by fences and has 
wide steps leading to the entrance. Upon it 
is the cupola where, before religion called 
him, Tom Sherman had his laboratory. In the 
thterlior of the house true comfort reigned ; 
the broad corridors divided the wide rooms— 
the library and dining-room on the first floor 
fromthe reception room, and the bed rooms 
on the second. Everything that was condu- 
cive to comfort, without display, was in this 
ola dome ne. a historic one of St. Louis. 
It is occupied by a well-known local family 
now and is beautifully kept, as in the days 
when the old General occupied it as his fa 
vorite home. 

Gen. Winfield Scott Hancock, not only fa- 
mous as a warrior, but so close a contestant 
for the presidency of the United States, has 
left a historic home that is also a 
Beautiful one. The home

cessful one. The house is yet in a good 
State of preservation, aul yesterday when 
visited by the artist and representative of 
the SUNDAY Fosr-Drsraren seemed to have 
yielded but little to the inroads made by 
time. A ring at the old-fashioned door bell 
brought a pretty rosy -chesked young German 
girl to the deor—who quiclly summoned her 
mother to answer all quesjions regarding the 
home—which she proudly answered was the 
house where Gen. Price had nyved. The 
now eighteen rooms, 
five of then were not 
there when Price octupied it as his 
home, for the top floor of the residence was, 
during his lifetime, only one long room. Now 
it is connected into five apartm ents, and is 
occupied by the aforesafi German family. 
During Gen. Price’s occuymncy the house was 
comfortably but simply furnished, and with- 
outeven the addition of the shrubbery and 
plants which the present ¢wners have placed 
about it. Unlike the other homes of the 
famous men this one is so little known that 
scarcely any one in &t. Lonis but the oldest 
and best posted citizens could give any idea 
of the location of the house. 

The old Benton home on Chouteau avenue 
is still a solid stone structure, broad and 
strong and enduring as the fame of its owner. 
The big double stone house is surrounded by 
grounds and is entered bya double flight of 
stone steps, on top of which comfortable 
seats form a little verandah. The house is 
lighted by many windows, and in one still re- 
mains a hole where a bullet crashed through 
during the war, when Benton’s home was 
turned into Fremont’s headquarters. During 
the occupancy of Thomas H. Benton and his 
family of this residence it was handsomely 
furnished, and there are few of the new 
houses in this city which have as big, com- 
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fortable rooms or as perfeet workman- 
ship as the old Benton home on Chouteau 
avenue. It seems strange that when Benton 
was so bitterly opposed to the nomination of 
his son-in-law, Fremont, and when he bit- 
terly opposed his daugiter’s marriage to 
him, that the home should afterwards be 
converted into that son in-law’s headquar- 
ters; butit was so. The Benton home was 
graced by the gifted Jessie Benton, now 
known in the world of famous women as 
Jessie Benton-Fremont. Bat with all its his 
tory, the Benton home ts still a stately land- 
mark, and one of the most familiar of the 
historic houses of oid K. Louis. Now it 
serves the convenient and democratic pur- 
pose ofa boarding-house. Yet the dignity 
of the old autocrat lingers still around k. 

A three-story red-brick house ,1129 the num 
ber, Washington avenue the street, and the 
entire place turned into an active business 
quarter, adorned outside with a physician’s 
sign, and altogether pervaded with the air 
of ‘‘rooms for rent, is the house occupied 
during the war by Gen. Frank F. Biair. Not 
so was the a nee of the old Blair home, 
in the days when the celebrated man and his 
family occupied it. It was then a handsome 
residence, with a small allotment of garden 
in front fenced tm with iron 
and reached by wide stone steps. 
The interior was large and eomfortable, 
handsomely furnished, for Mrs. Blair, the 
General’s wife, was, as she now is, a most 
exemplary housekeeper. In the library of 
this house Gen. Blair met with a narrow es- 
cape during the troubled times. He was 
writing one night by the window and an 
enemy fired at him, the bullet, fortunately, 
escaping its intended victim and lodging in 
the wall beyond. This was only one of many 
tragic incidents connected with this old- 
time house, but after peace was established 
there was a delightful reign of domestic and 
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tension jutted out in sucha manner that a 
great many front windows tothe home was 
the result. Soe thing about the house was 
light and airy.

VALPARAISO, May 15, 1691.—Up to within a 
short time ago Chili borea very fair name; 


: just now south American politics,’’ peculiar 


in themselves, are causing an unusual up- 


heaval, and Chilian affairs are in everybody's 


mouth. But Valparaiso is still what its name 


implies, the Vale of Parnadise,’’ although 


many who have visited this city pronounce 
this a ‘‘misnomer.’’ 

Idon’t know what fault my colleagues of 

the pen have to find with the landscape 
scenery of the city and its neighboring 
country; to my mind an Eden need not have 
a wealth of succulent green, when lofty 
mountains and restful bays combine with the 
striking blue of the ocean to Paradisiacal per- 
fections that maxe one forge: the absence of 
soaring tree-tops and verdant meadows, 
rocking in the breeze. 
From the brow of the Western hills a look- 
out can be enjoyed that surpasses anything I 
have ever seen. The cottages of the poorer 
class of the inhabitants are extremely piet- 
uresque. Beyond them, sloping up the hills, 
and separated by clusters of dark, tall 
cypresees and eucalyptus trees glitter and 
listen the more pretentious homes. Down 
in the valley street upon street leads to the 
banks of the blue bay. The water is alive 
with ships,their white sails brightly mirrored 
in the shallow dune. Seafarers come and go. 
The haughty buntings of the somber men-ot- 
war float in the stiff breeze; the bay is lined 
by hills aglow with a clear yellow and reddish 
tint, and over their crests innumerable 
houses are scattered. From out of the midst 
of a hazy biuish-gray or violet-colored 
stripe in the background rise the spurs of the 
Andes, the highest point ot which, the Cam- 
pana, is shaped like a bell. In dizzy heights 
above them tower the white snow-caps of the 
main range of the Cordilleras, grouped 
around their giant king, who overlooks the 
land and the sea, the mighty Aconcagua. 

Over the whole rests the holy peace that 
nature alone dispenses; all seems steeped in 
a soft, mellow light. Whenthe sun sinks in 
the west it produces a whole range of won- 
derful color effects. 

Already dark with the evening shadows, 
the foreground of this picture forms a vivid 
contrast with the center of the city and the 
nearest mountains, which are dathed in 
glaring red; the ocean sobers down to a 
somber steel blue, with here and there the 
refiex of a purple cloud. This radiant light 
kilis the softer tints of the distant mountains, 
and at last the night shades fall upon the 
land. The center scene grows gradually 
darker, only the Cordilleras gleam in the 
full splendor of the eventide, until the 
swiftly traveling night scatters her black 
vells over the snowy summits. At times 
mighty Aconcagua breaks intoa flery sheen, 
then the roseate light fades away, and fleecy 
fogs mark fora little whilethe place where 
the great giant sleeps. Darkness gathers 
everything within her lap, moonand stars 
come to the silent watch, and the lights from 
the ships inthe harbor and the drowsy look- 
ing houses rival in brightness the lamps of 
the sky. I'll gladly forego the customary 
‘‘equipments’’ of paradise for sucha wealth 
of natural beauty. 

Viewed from its eastern approach, the old, 
well-trodden way to Santiago, Valparaiso 
does not display such lavish charms; yet 
strange as it may seem, nearly all views of 
the city are taken from this most unfavor- 
able point. 

The town comprises two types of archi- 
tecture, the European and the Chilian style. 
The former numbers dwelling houses several 
stories high and composed of good, solid 
materia], as stone, iron and wood. The 
Chillian quarters resembie the Spanish cot- 


tage; they are never built more than 
one story high, on account of the fre- 
quent earthquakes, and are principally 


composed of panels of clay. steeped in ofl 
and driedinthe sun. This makes them both 
tough and pliable, and it has always been 
held that it would keep them from tambling 
to pieces in the ruthless throes of an earth- 
quake. Of late this belief has been losing 
ground and the foreign architects who have 
settled in Valparaiso are recommending a 
more solid construction of houses. Struct- 
ures like the Bank of Valparaiso, the opera- 
house and other public buildings that have 
lately gone up, display walls of astonishing 
thickness. But as they have not yet passed 
through the test ofa full-fledged earthquake 
(the weekly or semi-weekly convulsions and 
contortions do not count) it cannot be stated 
which style of construction isthe preferable 
one. Should they both prove afailure Val 

peraiso will present the spectacle of a mod- 
ern Carthage. 

The inhabitants of Valparaiso have exhib- 
ited an unusual degree of energy and forti- 
tude in the bullding up and laying out of their 
beautiful city. As one saunters through the 
handsome streets, Calle Erazuriz, Calle 
Blanco, Calle Cochrane, one would hardly 
believe that only a short while ago the ocean 
thundered against the rocks now occupied by 
these princely thoroughfares. Large tracts 
of land were reclaimed by the building of sea- 
walls, and the interstices were filed with 
rocks, stones and sand. At times the furious 
elements destroyed in a single night the work 
of years, but human energy kept on until the 
sea was conquered at last. Valparaiso’s 
principal thoroughfare begins at the Plaza de 
Municipalidade with the Calle Cochrane, 
which leads into the Calle Victoria. The lat 
tei is a street of great length, passing by the 
Plaza de Victoria, and ending atthe Almen- 
dral, the eastern portion of the city. 
street is the connecting Mak between the 
Chilian east and the European west of the 
town, and promotes the traffic between the 
two. It isa business street and promenade 
in one, and satiefies every demand that can 
be made of cosmopolitan life and complex 
fon. The traveler forgets that he is thouw- 
sands of miles from Europe as he passes by 
stores and hotels that 
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Valparaiso is full of churches, but only a 
few of them sport the luxury of a tall steeple.

Thunderstorms are a rarity in 
this land of drought; but then, Mother Earth 
growls all the more deeply. During my ten 
months’ stay in Chili 1 have gone th 
every possible shade of earthquakes with 
exception of those destructive shocks that 
leave but few to tell the tale, and my exper- 
lences in that line are as varied as they are 
numerous. The first time a stranger scarcely 
notices the rolling and rumbling ot the 
ground, and is inclined to ridicule the 
senisitiveness of the natives in the face of 
these frequent occurrences. 

But when one has witnessed the strange 
phenomena a dozen times or more, 
there comes the gradual conviction that 
Mother Earth is a fickle jade and no faith 
whatever is to be put in her. That the 
natives have cause for disquietude is proven 
by the history of the country. 

For nine months of the year a bige and 
serene sky expands over the city and bay.

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SUMATRA’S TOBACCO, 


THE GREAT PLANTATIONS OF THE FER- 
TILE ISLAND OF THE EAST. 


How the Muoch-Prized Weed Is Grown and 

Cured— The Monopoly of Holland 

Broken at Last— Life on the Plantations 
and the Laborers. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 
SrpoGca, Sumatra, May 12.—The territory 
to be cultivatea and turned into tobacco flelds 
here by Europeans consists of a prime- 
val forest, and must be bought from 
the Sultan for a large sum of money, to- 
gether with the judicious application of a 
considerable dose of flattery. Once in pos- 
session of the land contracts are drawn up 
with a number of Chinese and Malays for the 
clearing of the ground and the laying out of 
the necessary roads. When the trees have 
been cut down from that portion of the land 
which isto be turned into roads, another 
corps of workmen is engaged, usually such as 
are not natives of Sumatra, as Japanese, 
Singhalese, Chinese, etc. These remove the 
gigantic trees and big trenches on both sides; 
these trenches form the roads and are called 
rendisses. The preliminary work is usually 


begun in the month of August, before the

cut. After the second harvest, be that rice 
or tobacco, the land lies idle and it cannot be 
determined in advance in what direction it 
can again be used; as the soil is extraordl- 
narily fertile, it is safe to say, however, that 
in five years it will yield as good a crop as the 
first. 

The work of sorting out tobacco requires’ 
the most careful attention. 

The fermenting space is full of busy life. | 
The Europeans weigh the tobacco and the 
process begins. This is of the utmost im- 
portance to the quality of the tobacco. The 
sticky, watery substance that still clings to 
the leaves must be removed by a further 
drying; in order to facilitate’ this 
process they are laid in very small 
piles. When thoroughly dry the tobacco is 
pressed in bales 10 feet long, 8 feet wide and 
8 feet high, and exposed toa temperature of 
from 60 to 6 degs. for four weeks. The 
constant heat gives luster, pliability and uni- 
form color to the tobacco, items to which 
great importance is attached in Europe. The 
fermentation is a sort of uninterrupted 
process or rot, which lasts until the product 
is ready for shipment. In order to watch the 
progress of fermentation the temperature in 
the sheds must be carefully measured with 
the thermometer. The quantity piled up ina 
fermentation shed depends upon the sige of 
the plantation. It is said that 40 acres yield 
a net product of 2,500 to 3,000 pikul, which 
sometimes reaches the amount of 4,000 pikul, 
or 5,000 pounds. Afterthe fermentation the 
leaves are pressed into balesand shipped to 
Europe.

THE COOLIES’ WORK. 

From thirty to forty Chinese are put in 
charge of a tand“ (overseer). The lat- 
ter assigns them to their quarters, turns 
Over a certain sized fleld to each one, and 
provides him with the necessary implements. 
They begin at once with the clearing of the 
fields from the trees and bushes that have 
been cut down. This is done by burning 
them—the ashes form the necessary guano. 
This done the ‘‘chankoll’’ (hoeing) of the vir- 
gin soil commences and‘‘tompat bibit’’ (seed 
beds) are laid out. These must be rid of the 
worms, morning and evening, and carefully 
covered up over night. After the young 
plants shoot up they are removed from the 
seed beds and planted in the 
flelds, when, having reached about half 
their growth, little mounds are thrown up 
around them, such as we make round pota 
toes. Assoonas they have grown from six- 
teen to twenty-two leaves the flowers are 
stripped off, to prevent them from going to 
seed and to keep the top leaves small. In 
two or three months the plant begins to 
ripen, and now comesthe planter’s hardest 
time. From early till late everybody labors 
to get the harvest into the drying sheds. It 
Is a difficult task to arouse anything like en- 
thusiasm in the lazy Battaks and Malays to 
keep them up with the more nimble and in- 
dustrious coolies, and often an extra ferce 
must be put on, consisting of the inhabitants 
of the island, the Bawean. Just before 
the cutting time the fields look magnificent, 
— with stately plants, five to six feet 

gh. 

Arrived inthe drying-sheds, the valuation 
of the tobacco takes place in the presence of 
the coolies. The sum of $8 is paid for the 
first quality, $7 for the next, and $6 for the 
third. At the end of the season the final set- 
tlements are made, the advance deducted 
and the balance paid. Such settlements are 
combined with untold difficulties, for the ap- 
praisement of the tobacco requires extraor- 
dinary discernment and continuous watch- 


A COOLIE’S LIFE. 

The dusky laborers work very hard during 
the day and devote their evenings to the 
game of dice, of which they are very fond. 
They live almost exclusively on rice. Their 
habitations are very roomy and one accom- 
modates about eighteen persons. Two houses 
with thirty-six menarein chargeof a baa. 
In the rear of the house is the cooking ground 
with separate trenches for drinking water 
and bathing facilities. Three of these 
‘*Kongsies’’ are under the supervision of a 
white overseer.

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return to his home after several years of 
hard, hazardous work to enjoy there the 
fruit of his exertions. 

The Island of Sumatra has an area of about 
one hundred and eighty thousand square 
miles. Itis the largest islandof the Indian 
Archipelago. A continuous mountain chain, 
called Bonkit-Barissira, cuts diagonally 
across the island from north tosouth. This 
mountain region contains nineteen volcanoes, 
some of which are more than 12,000 feet high. 

In the extreme Northwest, near Deli, op- 
posite Malakka, these large tobacco planta- 
tions are situated, and the plenitude of 
water as well as the splendid soil with which | 
the territory is blessed, promisesa bountiful 
harvest for an interminable space of years to 
come. The climate is very hot, ranging from 
20 to 2% degrees inthe shade the entire year, 
and even during the rainy season it does not 
cool off preceptibly. 

In metals Sumatra produces gold, iron, 
copper, tin, lead and coal. The animal king- 
dom is represented by the numerous tribes of 
the ape,the elephant, the rhinoceros, the 
Indian tapir, the royal tiger, the panther and 
other wildcat species. The terror of the in- 
habitantsis the exceeding great number of 
poisonous reptiles. The royal tiger, although 
pretty well exterminated, boldly approaches 
even now the human habitations and his 
tracks are seen quite often in the morning in 
the beautifully kept gardens of the planters. 
But these animals are very shy and attack 
men oply in rare instances.

That i 
also the ideal of Oscar 
he says that Socialism 
individualism. I say no, no! 
g., asa definition, and it is fearfully 
But the altruistic definition is no 
better, that ‘the socialist commonwealth is 
thatin which the lowly, the miserable, the 
ignorant are raised up.’ The definition, in 
fact, that identifies socialism with the labor 
movement. I hold that all this at bottom 
is disguised anarchism. I of course do not 
den ese claims. lIaffirm them as much as 
any y, butIsay that as definitions they 
lay stress on what — should not and ignore 
on purpose what should be emphasized. The 
true ideal must be much higher, something 
new,and embrace both egoism and altru- 
ism. This is the contrast: Anarchism makes 
the individual the center. Socialism will 
make society the center. 
A WEAKNESS OF THE ANARCHIST VIEW. 
‘*Before I proceed to show why the socialist 
ideal is the true one let me show the inherent 
weakness of the anarchist view. I willonly 
mention the fearful loss which the egoist 
would cause, forhe discards self-renuncia- 
tion, and, to a great extent, sympathy. But 
both the egoist and the altruist want to make 
the individual more and more perfect. Yet 
the ideal must be in the future, not inthe 
st. It must be something grander than 
as ever appeared or ever could have 
been imagined in former times. Is it 
not a fact that the ideals of individual 
perfection lie behind us? Jesus and Buddha, 
morally; Socrates and Aristotle, intellec

It is more than s right, it is his duty to 
care for self, if the self is an integral part 
of humanity. He cannot love his neighbor 
as himself without caring forself.

NORDERNEY,- May 12.—Before me lies 
in majestic repose the sea, like a 
monster creature indulging in its sum- 
mer siesta. Soft breezes have fanned it to 
sleep, and by its sides linger the people, toy- 
ing with its long, lazy waves, the self-same 
people whom its winter storms and howling 
tempests have scattered in all directions. 
Nature’s ever wondrous works are nowhere 
more beautiful thanon the islands of the 
North Sea. Take Sylt, tor instance. You 
findthere the most vigorous surf-bath old 
Father Ocean hasat his command. The 
breakers roll upon the sand with a force not 
calculated to benefit weak constitutions; 
therefore the bathing hours have been set 
down fora space of time sandwiched in be- 
tween the high rollers that toss about even 
strong and sturdy men. Sylt owes its fame 
tothis boisterous dash of its surf, its high- 
grade briny substance and pure island atmos- 
phere that have such beneficial effects upon 
body and mind. 

For historical reminiscences and secnic ef- 
fects the island is highly interesting, particu- 
larly ifone be a good pedestrian. In the 
north spreads out the Erika heath, and over 
its blooming, Velvety carpet, the way leads 
to the quiet little village of Wenningstedt. 
There are always some visitors to be found 
here, who prefer a life remote from the 
fashionable doings of Sylt. The ancient bar- 
rows that are foundin the neighborhood of 
the village take us back to the period of long- 
forgotten ages. One of these barrows can be 
visited for a small - $0. - Rae 
retained its original old 
woman guide throws open a 
trap-door at the side of the hill, which leads 
into the low musty place. Immense mounds 
of stone are there erected, covered with one 
or two blocks of rock of such gigantic 
dimensions that it seems inexplicable how 
our ancestors could have placed them where 
they did without the necessary hoisting ma- 
chinery. The space is emptied of its original 
decorations, for the urns, swords and orna- 
ments which were found in this cairn have 
been carried to the museum at Kiel. Two 
thousand years have passed since the sacred 
fires were lighted to mourn the death of some 
great chief; for 2,000 years the winds have 
played with the red Erika biossom that 
abounds on the quiet hills. Asolemn awe,a 
superstitious fear of spooks and ghouls have 
kept these graves intact through all these 
years, until of late the scientists have de- 
scended to the death chambers, to read of 
the past in the time-worn remnants of pre- 
historic ages. 

Not far from Kampen, amidst long rows of 
barrows, a magnificent light-house has been 
erected by the Danish people. From its gal- 
lery the entire island can be overlooked. In 
the north, south and east spread out the sky 
aspiring, snow-white hills of the Downs, 


which seem to be made for eternity; yet the 


island is doomed to destruction unless these 
proud sand-mountains can be fortified, to es- 
cape being buried at some time in the shoals. 

A stroll of several hours along the shoals 
brings us to the little village of List, on the 
extreme northern point of the island. A 
good dinner is served on the piazza of the 
hotel, a very cosy little place. The Royal 
Harbor’’ can de seen from here, a bay lined 
by a low beach, the approach to which is 
marked by two light-houses, Many ships 
find anchorage inthis bay. 

The beach from here to Westerland is per- 
haps the most magnificent that ever was pro- 
vided by an ocean seam. Fora stretch of 
twenty-five miles every inch of ground could 
be used for surf bathing. Astroll through 
Hoernum, the southern extremity of the 
island, affordsas many beautiful sights as 
the downs of Lister. Let no one leave this 
island without paying a visit to the spot 
where tne unknown shipwrecked mariners 
are buried—whom the sea has washed ashore 
—‘*home of the homeless, says the inscrip- 
tion around the cross above the gateway of a 
low stone fence. Long rows of graves ap- 
pear, each one provided with a cross bearing 
the date of the finding of the corpse and its 
sex. Invoiuntarily one’s hands are clasped 
in prayer for our unknown fellow-creatures 
who rest in peace beneath these quiet monu- 
ments. 

Let me introduce you next to the Island of 
Foehr. Not much can be said for its land- 
scape attractions. Count Baudissin has 
called it very appropriately ‘‘a swimming 
grease-spot.’’ And it is really a circular piece 
of - ground, fat and rich, with blooming 
fields and pastures. The cattie are fat, the 
peasants are fat; but as we look at it we are 
impressed with its very peacefulness. The 
stalks of grain rock in the sunshine; all kinds 
of flowers adorn the meadows. From the 
branches of the trees peep out the friendly 
houses of the Friese, and the tall spires of 
massive churches point skyward. The large 
number of Dutch mills bear witness to the 
fertility of the island. Although the isle it- 
self has few attractions, it is famous

In the summer-time the Halligen“ pre. 
sent a picture of genuine repose. The 
drowsy, slumbering ocean draws long, pal. 
pitating breaths; sheep and cattle graze 
over the green blooming meadows, and noth. 
ing portends the inevitable calamity that 
lies in the lap of the winter’s storms. 

All the charms of a miniature trip aroun 
the world’’ are contained in the ride to th 
legend - woven island of Heligoland, the pep. 
die in the North Sea. From Hamburg a 
splendid steamer plows its way along the 
great highway, the River Elbe. Aftera 
cruise of four hours the last mile-stone of 
terra firma is reached—Cuxhaven, From 
now on the shores fa:l back, the lighthouse 
of Neuwerk fades away in the blue ether, and 
the large, green waves announce the open 
sea. The bow of the ship dips way down into 
the briny flood, pointing skyward a minute 


later. The face of the passenger grows long 


and pale. The specter of the mal de mer’? 
holds dreadful review. It's high time to 
avoid one’s fellow creatures, for nothing ig 
sacred to him who is sea-sick! It is the thory 
that goes inevitably with the rose! So much 
has been written about the formation of He. 
ligoland at the time of the late cession, that f 
need not dwell upon that part, but I wil — 
something about it as a seaside resort. 

As for that it is an ultra-fashionable one. 
The beach ot Heligoland presents a splendid 
vari- colored picture. A feminine flora, ar. 
rayed in the most gorgeous costumes thaf 
Worth could possibly design, promenades up 
and down the white beach walk with the tall 
blood-red rocks in the background, ovet 
which a luminous evening sun has poured 
yellowish mist. site 

Astay on the Oderland“ is particularly 
enjoyable. The outlook upon land and sea n 
marvellously beautiful. The eternally beau. 
tiful spectacle of the sunset is made doubly 
attractive by the gorgeous reflection of the 
purple-tinted sky in the immense watery 
waste below. The trip to the beach is one of 
the most enjoyable events of the day. Accom: 
panied by the fresh morning breezes the fer. 
ry-boats glide over the smooth, green water. 
Close by the landing the sail is hauled in and 
the stern of the boat pressed against 
the bridge, which rests upon wagon 
wheels. The ladies are helped on the 
bridge by one of the water-proof 
‘*cavaliers,’ who are immersed to their hips 
in water. The ladies’ bath lies on the west- 
ern side of the beach, and gentlemen are 
tabooed there. The female bath-attendants 
are a sight to behold, and I send youthe 
picture of one, lest your readers might con- 
found them with Alma Tadema’s graceful, 
girlish figure standing by the portals ofa 
Roman bath-house. The Heligoland woman 
attendant is a giantess, and her dress, Ah! 
*tis indescribable, tt must be seen to be ap- 
preciated. 

Norderney is a reproduction of Sylt on a 
softer, milder scale. The sea is ever busy 
making inroads upon the Frisian sand-clods; 
man is ever on the alert to counteract her 
work and defy her anger. Who the victor 
will be is difficult to tell, Norderney is not 
as much exposed to the direct onslaught of 
the powerful breakers as Sylt, but during a 
severe storm the floods carry away even here 
whole acres of the flat beach. The dike- 
works of Norderney cost enormous sums of 
money, which cut no figure at all, however, 
when it is considered, that after the destruc- 
tion of this natural defense the mainiand be- 
yond becomes the unprotected prey of the 
sea. 

Norderney is by far the most frequented re- 
sort of any. All the principal points of the 
empire are connected by direct railroad lines 
with the town of Norden, from where the 
steamer takes us to Norderney. The company 
who has charge of the bathing privileges 
have done their best to fulfill the most san 
guine expectation of a spollt and exact! 
patronage. During the summer months the 
little place is a metropolis, and lovers of 
quiet and solitude must travel a good dis- 
tance before they are without earshot of this 
lively realm. Those who prefer the social 
excitements of a full-fledged season will find 
everything at Norderney that Berlin could 
possibly offer. 

The beach is filled with bathing carts, for 
every individual employs such acart. The 
surf is not very heavy, the largest breakers 
having spent their force on the sand bank 
further out. 

Victoria Hallis the principal point wheré 
the masses congregate. Norderney is not 
particularly distinguished by great beauty of 
natural scenery. The children’s hospital is 
well worth a visit; the buildings are large 
and arranged with utmost convenience and 
comfort, the bathing-carts used by the hos 
pital force are quite original in construction, 
and a large number of children can be gtven 
a bath from one of them.

His role was that of a subordi- 
nate, acting under orders, and almost always 
employed in carrying out, not his own plans, 
but those of another. Whatever he did, he 
did well, but Ido not think he possessed the 
high form of gentus, the tmagination that 
would have enabled him to direct success- 
fully, as Gen. Grant did, the movements of 
many armies upon one well-conceived plan, 
towards one great common end. There have 
been in all epochs many Neys and Marmonts

1 have taken meas- 
urements for two gentlemen who wear a 7% 
hat, and that means that each of them has a 
head of the average thickness, where the hat 
fits on, of 7% inches, and Mr. Diel produced 
the measurements of Messrs. B. H. Spieker- 
man and H. Bredehoeft. 

The largest head I know of in St. Louis fs 
that of the young colored man who sells 
newspapers on the street corner,“ con- 
tinued Mr. Diel, I understand that he wears 
a hat. Of course, that is an abnormally 
developed head.“ 

The smallest head of a man he ever 
measured was 6% inches in diameter, less 
than that of many a baby only 2 years old, 
but he has the measurement of a good many 
men who wear hats as small as No. 6%. As 
a rule the front of the head is not as wide as 
the back part, but the reverse is true as re- 
gards some heads, Here are a pair of long 
head measurements, for example, where the 
forehead is much the broader, and with them 
are the measurement of two other heads 
taken by Mr. Diel, one being almost circu- 
lar and the other being almost a perfect 
ellipse. 

The original of the circular head is Mr. 
Barney Singleterry, while the long-headed 
gentiemen are J. F. Sutter and B. H. Sands 
of Kirksville, Mo. The heads of some long- 
headed people are long upand down, but 
these heads are called long because their hat 
measurements are more than twiceas long 
or deep as they are wide or broad. Each of 
the two gentlemen wears a 7% hat. The 
oval- headed gentleman is Mr. Jacob 
Schreiner, the commission merchant.

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A Natural Product. 
Considerate inventors within the last few 
years have turned their attention to provid- 
ing means by which the shortcomings or 
rather the oversupply of nature in this re- 
spect could be corrected. England shines in 
this departure and has on the market at pres- 
ent several distinct styles of ‘‘ear traps,’’ by 
which the most rampant, self-assertive pair 
of ears can be promptly reduced to their nat- 

dependent and obscure position. 
It is in very early youth that the ears ac- 
quire an abnormal angie of attachment, and 
and the great majority of cases is 
traceable to the carelessness, or.stupidity of 
the nurse, or mother. 
The cap, or hat, is placed on the head ina 
manner that thrusts the delicate little ears 
forward,forcing them to stand out, when they 
should nestle softly against the side of the 
head. Besides the fruitful evil of the ribbons 
tied behind the ears, and tight elastics ‘that 
appear to de gradually sawing them off, the 
ears Of children are utterly ruined by 
being boxed, eat pulled. 
Nature has provided ample accommodation 
for a reasonable amount of chastisement, 
and the head and its accessories should be 
spared. As the ear is bent, so will it grow, 
and, in the Interest of the rising generation, 
mothers should take as their own the sport- 
ing motto reversed, and never strike above 
the belt. 
If, as is sometimes the case, baby came 
with little ears that had, from the 
start, an independent turn, or tif 
they have been allowed to remain 
crumpled under the head, during sleep, until 
they are growing out of the natural shell-like 
shape and position, the difficulty can be 
easily corrected by avoiding the cause and 
employing at night a simple contrivance,such

A MONSTER MAMMAL. 


Landing an Enormous Finland Whale at 
Hamburg. 

It wasa queer sight that greeted the good 

burghers of Hamburg not so many days ago. 

An immense specimen of a Finnland whale 


had been harpooned near the Norwegian 
coast and had been towed into the River Elbe 
by the steamship Neptuné to be exhibited 
as a curiosity to the citizens of Ham- 
burg. The whale was strung by the tail 
to the derrick-crane and the gigantic fish 
cadaver, more than 68 feet long and weighing 
200, 000 pounds, wes hoisted in plain view of 
all that came. When it cleared the water 
and the latter no longer supported the 
weight of the monster,the tafl end gave away 
and the mutilated body returned with a 
mighty splash to its native element. A fresh- 
ly caught whale would undoubtedly have 
survived the strain of being hungup by the 
tall, but as several weeks had elapsed since 
the animal was kilied, the flesh became de- 
cayed and would not bear the immense 
weight. 


PAPER HORSESHOES. 


The German Army Abandoning the Old 
Iron Oircle. 


German military circles are busily engaged 
upon the experiment of replacing the old 
classical horseshoe of iron with one made of 
compressed paper, which combines with 
great elasticity the advantage of being im- 
pervious to the influences of dampness and 
stable filth. The new horseshoe is made of 
sheets of parchment paper, saturated with 
turpentine to make them waterproof, The 
sheets are then glued together with 
& preparation of Venetian turpentine, 
white lead and varnish. The form is 
stamped out, and the shoe subjected to a se- 
vere hydraulic pressure, after which it is filed 
down tothe proper shape. Shoesof this kind 
are also made from a mixture of paper,sand, 
turpentine, varnish, linseed ofl and white 
lead. This lead is pressed intoa form and 
makes a thoroughly homogenous and water- 
proof mass. Experience has demonstrated, 
however, that the process mentioned first 
produces a more elastic shoe than the latter 
method. The shoes are fastened to the hoot 
with nails or a putty consisting of tar and 
caoutchouc. 


THE LATEST MUSICAL TELEPHONE, 


A Wonderful Machine at Work in 
Berlin.

AN OUT-DOOR SCHOOL. 


Boys Study Without Books and Live 
Without Houses.

WORCESTER, Mass., June 10.—About the 
most practical work done by any learned as- 
sociation that I know of isthe summer camp 
of instruction conducted at Lake Quinsiga- 
mond, near here, by the Worcester Natural 
History Society, whose seventh season is 
about to begin. 

The cam p occupies the forty-acre park of 
the society on the shore of the Jake. This 
land is entirely wooded, except where roads 
bave been cut through for convenience, and 
slopes down rapidly to the lake, where a long 
landing wharfhas been bullt out into the 
shallow water. Thelake,a pretty sheet, is 
visible from almost every partof the camp, 
and is the center of its activities and its 
studies. 

There really are studies atthe camp, but 
the boys who come fr rts of Massa- 
chusetts to enjoy mselves there don’t 
know it. It’s all play to them. For instance, 
they study swimming, which is as delightful 
an accomplishment as ft is necessary, under 
the direction of the athietic director of Am- 
herst College. The swimming lesson is very 
generally appreciated. They study rowing 
under an expert from the Worcester Boat 
Club, and another expert teaches them how 
to build boats for themselves, and they have 
carpenter tools and lumber forthe purpose.

Hamlet“ is a sort of Scandinavian or 
Danish play.
